FAVORS RIGHT TO SEARCH 


Determined Effort to Give Chi- 
cago Police New Power Due 
at Council Meeting 
March 23. 


= 


With lawlessness encouraged by anarchis- 
tic talk, the city council is being urged by 
numerous public leaders to enact a stringent 
law regulating the sale and use of concealed 
weapons. 

A determined attempt will be made. at 
the meeting of the aldermen on March 23 
to strengthen the provisions of the pending 
ordinance which were weakened last week 
by the judiciary committee. 5 

City officials and other éitizene—almost 
every one, in fact, except the dealers—unite 
in asserting such a law cannot be made too 
stringent for the good of the community. 
Former Mayor Hempstead Washburne said 
yesterday that a strong ordinance regulat- 
ing the carrying of concealed weapons would 
reduce crime in Chicago 80 per cent. He 
admit tod it N. mean a loss of $500,000 a 
year to the d ru, but insisted this would 
be nothing as compered with the loss of 
trade Chicago has suffered by reason of its 
reputation for lawlessness. 


May Stop Crimes in Anger. 

The general opinion of the authorities that 
have passed on the pending ordinance is 
that it will prevent a good deal of crime thet 
le not premeditated. A disreputable char- 
acter who planned a crime far in advance 
might get a weapon outside of Chicago, but 
the law would act as a bar to the irresponai- 
ble person who acts orm the spur of the mo- 
ment and runs to the nearest pawnshop for 
his revolver. 

In order to extend the efficacy of the legis- 
lation beyond Chicago it also is proposed to 
ask the legislature when it meets in May 
to pass a state law along the lines of the 
city ordinance. Whether national legisia- 
tion is possible is a question. It it ip H prob- 
ably would be under the authority to regu- 
late interstate commerce. In this way the 
sale of weapons to unauthorized persons 
might be stopped. 

These Too Weak, They Say. 

The ordinance as it stande now, with the 
amendments which will be sent to the coun- 
cll tomorrow night, provides: 

A citizen desiring to own and carry a firearm 
shall apply to the police for a permit. 

A dealer shall sell frearms enly upon pres- 
entation of such a permit signed by the mayor 
and chief of police. 

Dealers shall report to the police all sales, 
together with the name, residence, and de- 
scription of purchasers within twenty-four hours 
thereafter. 

All weapons carried by citizens shall be reg- 
istered at police headquarters with the names 
and addresses of their owners, 

Dealers are required to take out licenses, for 
which a fee of $10 will be charged. 

Citizens found carrying concealed weapons 
without a permit may be fined from $25 to 
$100 for each offense. 

A dealer selling weapons in violation of the 
ordinance may be fined not exceeding $200 for 
each offense or suffer the revocation of his 
license by the mayor, or both. 

The action of the committee which is de- 
clared to be a weakening of the ordinance 
was the elimination of the provision requiring 
a dealer to give a $5,000 bond. The license 
fee also was cut from §25 to 610. The argu- 
ment was that the more stringent provisions 
would create a monopoly on the firearm busi- 
ness in the hands of the big dealers, who 
alone would be able to give a large bond and 
pay a high license fee. 

Washburne Oalls It Folly. 

Former Mayor Washburne asserted the 
action of the judiciary committee in elimi- 
nating the bond and reducing the license fee 
was utter folly. He advocated the passage of 
the ordinance as first proposed, and said it 
should be strengthened by a clause forbidding 
the dealers to sell arms unless customers 
held a permit from the chief of police to 
carry weapons. 

“The council cannot make the ordinance 
too strong,” said Mr. Washburne. “I am 
also in favor of supplementing it with addi- 
tional clauses—forbidding the sale to unau- 


_thorized persons, making a minimum penalty 


of $200 for persons found carrying concealed 
weapons, and giving the police the power to 
search every one whom they believe carries 
gun. : 

“ These regulations, I am sure, would re- 
duce crime in Chicago at the very least 80 
per cent. 


City’s Fair Name Worth It. 


Dealers say the ordinance would put 
them out of business and would mean a trade 
loss to Chicago of approximately $600,000 a 
year. 

“I acknowledge this, Dut is it not better 
that the city should lose this trade than one 
human te should be lost? 

But look at it this way. Chicago has 
lost millions of dollars through its reputa- 
tion as a city of crime. A over the boun- 
try people think of the city aga place where 
lawlessness is unchecked, as a Place where 
holdupe are of such common oceurrence citi- 
sens walk by on the opposite side of the street 
and pay no attention to tt. Don’t this repu- 
tation do Chicago greater harm than the put- 
ting of small arm dealers out of business? 

“ Dealers should be compelled to refuse 
to sell to any person who has not first ob- 
tained from the city haH permission to carry 
the weapon. If this were in force, Aver- 
buch could not have secured the revolver 
with which he tried to murder Chief Shippy 
and shet his son. 


Boys Crave Adventure. 


“In my experience in police affairs I 
found the criminal who made a practice of 


carrying & gun was usually between the ages 


| of 18 and 21. The young boys of Chicago read 


“Diamond Dick” and other lurid novels, 
scrape together enough money to buy a cheap 
gun, and then start out with a Jesse Jamos 
fever for adventure. They run out of money, 
get drunk, and then go out to break into 
homes, or to hold up pedestrians, their cour- 
age bolatered up with the weapons in their 
pockets. The next thing is a murder and 
the gallows. 

But if these boys could not get their guns

“Ad” Brings Many Replies. 
“T have already received more than fifty 
letters from business men ali over the city,” 
she continued. “I answered half a dosen 


of these in person.” 

In reply to a question asking what had led 
her to employ this method, Mies Patterson 
said: 5 0 

I wanted to let any prospective employer 
know before he answered the advertisement 
just what kind of a personality he was cor- 
responding with, so that when I applied they 
would not be disappointed in me. There was 
method in my plan if you will only consider 
that it was to my interest to economize in 
time as well as it was for the prospective 
employer. I cannot afford to chase around 
the city on ‘ wild goose’ errands, and after 
I have spent carfare and time be told that 
‘the position has just been filled.’ 

“As to my age—I am not ashamed to ad- 
mit that it is correct as given in the adver- 
tisement. I cannot imagine why any woman 
should be ashamed to tell. By telling my 
height I wanted my future employer to know 
just the size of a girl he waa getting.

SHOCKS BALLROOM CROWD, 


Victim’s Brother Strives to Restore 
Life as Dancers Watch. 


Just as the music of a waltz wae starting 
in the Marquette clubhouse last night, Mise 
Emma Cleff, who was standing ready to 
catch the time, reeled and fell to the floor, 
dying within a few minutes. Her brother, 
Dr. Oscar Cleff, rushed to her side, but was 
unable to revive her. Heart disease is sup- 
posed to have been the cause. 

It was a leap year party, the Ladies’ Night 
club being the host of the evening. All the 
men had been invited by the young women 
and there was a large number of dancers on 
the floor. 

At 11:30 o’clock this particular waltz was 
called. Miss Cleff had been speaking to her 
brothef and turned back to her partner, who 
t her hand and started the firat move- 
. in the step. 


Girl Dies; Others Dance On. 

As he did so Miss Cleff suddenly turned and 
sank to the floer, supported by her escort. It 
was not noticed at first by others who were 
not near-by. Then Dr. Cleff was called and 
as he rushed to his sister's side the dancers 
saw something had happened. Those near at 
hand began to cry out in fright. The music 
continued until the orchestra was told that 
Miss Cleff had been taken suddenly ill. The 
excitement among the dancers spread 
throughout the ballroom. 

When Dr. Cleff discovered his sister's oon- 
dition was serious, he helped oarry her from 
the hall into a smaller room, where she was 
placed on a lounge. Dr. Thomas Corlett, 580 
East Division street, and Dr. Thomas Hoop- 
er, 10 Astor street, who was in the clubhouse, 
where he had attended a meeting of the 
Charles M. Foell club during the evening, 
were called. Mies Cleff died before they 
could apply any remedies. 


Brother Tries to Restore Life. 
Dr. Cleff continued to endeavor to induce 
heart action after the other physicians had 
announced his sister was dead. After some 
time an undertaker was called and the girl's 
body removed to her brother's residence, 526 
Orchard street. 

When the report that the young woman 
actually was dead reached the ballroom there 
was a rush for the halls and corridors and 
soon afterward the guests began to leave the 
clubhouse. 

B. E. Arntzen, the undertaker, refused to 
remove the body without permission from 
the police. This was secured at the Kast Chi- 
cago avenue station. 


CAR KILLS ROLLER SKATER. 


Eleven Year Old Roman Koschuski, Un- 
able to Dodge Quickly, Falls 
Under Trailer. 


Roller skates carried a little west side boy 
to his death yesterday, Roman Koschuski 
practiced in the rear of his home, 216 West 
Division street, until he thought that he 
might venture to face the dangers of skating 
in the street in front. 

For a while the boy was able to dodge the 
teams and street care. All at once he found 
that de was blocked by a wagon and that 
a car was coming.

No Attack on Shippy.

Mr. Ickes said he had not received the re- 
port of the autopsy performed on the, body 
of Averbuch. He does not intend to ask for 
it until Monday, he said. Dr. L. Hektoen 
declined to say what the autopsy developed. 
It is understood that it gave nothing, how- 
ever, upon which to base any charge that 
Chief Shippy acted upon anything except 
self-defense.

Investigators Satisfied. 

Attorney Harry C. Levinson was informed 
in the morning by a man representing the 
settlement workers and other interests de- 
sirous of clearing up details of the Averbuch 
shooting that there would be no further in- 
vestigation. He was tajd that these inter- 
ests, whose identity he Would not disclose, 
were satisfied when the body was exhumed 
and given a decent burial ana are convinced 
that any further investigation with a view 
of making trouble for Chief Shippy was not 
warranted. 

Chief Shippy will not be represented by 
counsel at the inquest. Assistant (Chief 
Schuettier said that would not be necessary, 
as the chief had broken nolaw. The inquest, 
he added, would be open to everyone and the 
settlement workers and others interested in 
the investigation would be allowed to have 
as many attorneys as they pleased. 


Thinks Averbuch Was Madman. 

Dr. Emil G. Hirsch, in a signed editorial 
in the-Reform Advocate, expresses the belief 
that Averbuch was insane, and not the agent 
of an anarchiat conspiracy. His views, in 
part, follow: 

“Whether official and private probe suc- 
ceed or not in clearing up the mystery, from 
what knowledge is now at hand and crediting 
to the full the report of the police, unbiased 
minds can only entertain one opinion, and 
that is that young Averbuch was of unsound 
mind. He was not the agent of an anarchis- 
tie conspiracy. If he was criminally in- 
clined, he was of the terrorist class. His 
experience in Russia accounts for his dis- 
trust of the police. Too recent a dweller 
among us, he could not as yet distinguish be- 
tween our institutions and those of Kisheneff. 
Probable it is that he had fallen under the 
spell of socialistic, and anarchistic, and 
nihilistic literature. Had his mind fcr 
sound he would not have been misled his 
reading. 


Dr. Hirsch Asks Prevention. 


That we have no sympathy with anarchy 
of the terroristic order, we hasten most sol- 
emnly to declare, though our position with 
reference to this matter ought to be plain 
enough to need no such declaration. Amer- 
ica is not Russia. We have lawful methods 
for making the will of the majority opera- 
tive. Especially in late vears we have taken 
mighty strides. toward democratizing our 
representative government. 

“ Terrorism is nowhere so wicked as here. 
Nowhere will it meet its due more quickly 
than here at the hands of the American peo- 
ple. But repression is never curative. Pre- 
vention is the better and more efficient 
method. The gallows have never done more 
than remove individuais. They cannot lift 
up conditions. And, mofeover, they are im- 
potent to throttle thought. Thought must be 
met with thought. 


Blames Czar for Act. 


For the deed of the misguided or de- 
mented youth none is responsible but the 
czar and his masters, Russian police brutai- 
ity, and Russian bureaucracy. Without 
Kishinev there would have been no Chicago 
Averbuch. If he was a misfit terrorist what 
he saw in the fearful days of the massacre 
made him such. Think of it! A Jewish boy 
not yet out of his teens, a stranger in a 
strange land, far away from mother and 
father, whom he is known to have loved—a 
diabolical plotter against the safety of the 
state! No. A cloud had settled on his brain. 
And who knows? He may have gone to the 
chief for heip? Armed? Yes. But perhaps, 
as they say, he planned to leave the city, he 
may have thought it necessary to carry 
weapons of defense. Many a boy bent on 
going west and becoming a cowboy has car- 
ried a gun, and yet was neither a murderer 
nor an anarchist.’’

PRIEST'S SLAYER TRIES ESCAPE 


Assassin of Father Heinrichs 
Slashes Trusty in Denver Jail. 


RAZOR FURNISHED BY PAL? 


Italian Consul Thinks Alia Insane, but 
Will Not. Interfere.

Denver, Colo., March 14.— Giuseppe Alfa, 
slayer of Father Leo Heinrichs, with a razor 
slashed the neck of a trusty who was clean- 
ing his cell in the county jail today and made 
a rush to getaway. The trusty rushed after 
Alia and pinioned him down and he was over- 
powered with the help of Deputy Warden 
Carpen. The trusty will recover. 

When returned to jall after his conviction 

Thursday Alia was stripped of everything 
and a new outfit given him. He was then 
placed in the cell for the condemned, which 
had been cltaned and supplied with new bed- 
ding. a . 
This cell had been occupied by an Italian 
named Michealo Brunetti, who accompanied 
Alia to Denver and has been held since the 
assaesination of Father Leo as a suspect and 
possible witnees. 


Friend Denies Helping Alia. 

After Alia's conviction Brunetti was re- 
moved to another part of the jail. He was 
released last night and as he passed Alia’s 
cell spoke to the condemned man in Italian. 

It is thought Brunetti may have left the 
razor concealed in the water closet in the cell, 
and told Alia where to look for it when he 
passed out last night. 

Brunetti this afternoon denied knowledge 
as to how Alia ohtained the weapon. 

Sheriff Alexander Nisbet and the police 
are convinced the murderer has confederates 
determined to save his life if possible, and 
that they belong to an organization.

A number of retall stores for the sale of 
“union farm products soon will be opened 
in Chicago if the-plan of the International 
Equity exchange, the “* farmers’ union,“ is 
carried out. A conference between Secre- 
tary M. W. Tubbs of the equity exchange of 
St. Louis and President John Fitzpatrick of 
the Chicago Federation of Labor was held 
yestercay, at which the plan was outlined. 

The whole proposition of distributing farm 
produce direct from the producer to the con- 
sumer through the equity exchange will be 
brought before the federation for indorse- 
ment this afternoon. 

Stock will be sold at 41 a share on which 
a dividend of 10 per cent will be paid. In addi- 
tion to that every customer Will receive re- 
bates based on the profits and the amount of 
the purchases. 

It is planned to acquire stores already 
established by offering the proprietors 50 
per cent more than the inventory value and 
retaining the former proprietors as store 
managers at a salary and commission. Sev- 
eral stores are in successful operation in 
St. Louis, and a local branch was opened 
at 240 West Randolph setreet.a year ago. 

A central warehouse will be established 
in Chicago and the produce will be shipped 
direct from the farmers who are members 
of the exchange.

Charles Boeschenstein, chairman of the 
democratic state committee, came to Chicago 
during the day and issued a call for a meet- 
ing of the state committee at thé Sherman 
house on March 26 for the purpose of making 
arrangements for the calling and holding of 
the state convention and determining the 
method of selecting delegates. 


Taft Men Outline Plans. 


The Taft promoters have their plans pretty 
well outlined. The first contest is booked for 
March 24 at the Second congressional district 
convention, which elects two national dele- 
gates. Before this convention is held there 
will be a massmeeting in at least one of the 
wards. The Sixth ward voters will meet at 
Oakland Music hall, probably Thureday 
night, and the question of instructions will be 
submitted to them for decision. 

The Taft men are confident of their ability 
to obtain Taft instructions from the gather- 
ing, thereby binding the Sixth ward delegates 
to the congressional convention to vote for 
Taft instructions for the two national dele- 
gates.

It is prebable that the ward will stick to 
this, and in such case the Taft people to 
win must get the sup of Committeemen 
Hanberg and Lucas of the Aguth and Thir- 
ty-third wards. Neither of the two is par- 
ticularly pleased by the program which has 
been arranged for the election of John H.

He was in public life when Sumter-was 
fired upon. He knew of Grant us a sokiicr 
without influence. He saw the burial of 
Lincoin at Springfield and as a member of 
congress participated in the services over 
Garfield and McKinley, the other two pres- 
idential martyrs. 

It is a long pull from the Missouri ceompru- 
mise to the railroad rate bill. from the eman- 
cipation proclamation to ine pure food law, 
ard yet the still vigorous speaker of the 
house is the connecting link between the 
civilization which preceded the war between 
the states and the expansion of our infin- 
ence. which has followed upon the conflict 
with Spain. 


Age Leaves but Few Marks. 


Is it any wonder that the friends of 
Speaker Cannon point to this experience as 
his best political asset. Fortified as he is 
by one of those rugged constitutions which 
seem to defy the ravages of time and with 
a wiry little frame which needs but slight 
exercise to make it perform its ordinary 
functions, “‘Uncle Joe“ seems as fit for work 
today. as he was when in the prime of his 
youth he went circuit riding through the 
primitive courts of Illinois in the early 
sixties. 

His energy is as great, his vernacular very 
much the same, he has not been spoiled by 
distinguished society, and if the bloom of 
youth has been rubbed off a bit, at leag old 
age has set but a few marks upon the row 
of the extraordinary man who presides over 
the deliberations of the greatest representa- 
tive body on earth.

Expert Weston's Report Due in 
Foreman's Hands This Week. 


THROUGH ROUTES EXPECTED 


Surface Lines Will Start Twenty Mile 
Trips Next Tuesday. 


Ald. Foreman, chairman of the city coun- 
cll’s committee on local transportation, ex- 
pects to receive Engineer George Westons 
recommendations for a solution of elevated 
traffic problems by the end of this week. The 
report will be made the basis of the pro- 
jected reforms for the elimination of the loop 
congestion. 

Mr. Weston will submit a plan or rerout- 
ing the trains of the various lines in order 
to establish through routes and thus relieve 
the loop. He will also submit recommenda- 
tions for the handling of traffic on the in- 
dividual lines. 

The report will be submitted to the elevated 
companies with a request to state what rea- 
sons if any they have for not adopting the 
reforms recommended. The Northwestern 
and the Oak Park companies have signified 
their willingness to establish through rottes 
end universal transfers. The Metropolitan 
and the South Side roeds have been con- 
ferring on the best policy to adopt. 

On account of the inability of the Chicago 
Railways company to find four more cars 
the cara on the first through route, which 
will be established Tuesday, will be at eight 
instead of six minute intervals. The route, 
which is through Clark street and Went- 
worth avenue, is twenty miles long, and will 
require four hours for the round trip. Chi- 
cago Raliways and City Railway cars will 
run alternately. Each company will receive 
such receipts as it collects on its own cars.

Kentucky Judge to Die, as 
He Did, with Boots On.

Dead Man Mereiless in Pursuit of 
Enemies, but Energetie in De- 
fense of Those He Trusted.

A Judge on the bench and a breaker of 
mis: acquitted of crime, yet paying dam- 
@ges for its commission; a loyal friend; & 
bitter foe; an able business man; a clever 
Politician; a procurer of assassins, and mur- 
@ered at last by his drunken firet born son. 

That is the epitome of the hietory of James 
Margis of Jackson, the capital of “ bloody 
Breathitt county, in Kentucky, one of the 
moet figures that has ever 
em any page of that state’s history. 

“Jim” Hargis was the son of John 8. 
Hargis, a sturdy mountaineer who for many 
years was a power in the politics of the Tenth 
COngreesional district of Kentucky and a 
leader in the commercial affairs of Breathitt 
eounty. : 

Although Hargis will be chiefly known as 
a procurer of cold blooded assassinations, he 
hed many excellent qualities, numeous 

traits of character, and, until the 
a his death, he had a multitude of 
friends throughout his political dominion 
who were fervently attached to him. 

Hargis was tall, erect, well proportioned. 
end his clean shaven, determined looking 
face wore habitually an amiable expression. 
He was by nature apparently modest and 
retiring, and never throughout his turbulent 
and blood stained life did he ever speak of his 
difficulties and disputes with other men 
unless somebody spoke of them first and in 
the most direct manner. His replies at such 
times were always brief and ostensibly in the 


interests of peace. 


Hargis Is Sorry for Killing. 

Once while seated in a café in Frankfort 
@iscussing with some members of the legis- 
lature the merits of a bill in which he was 
personally interested Hargis was interrupt- 
«0 by the hasty entrance of a messenger 
bringing the news of a sensational killing 
fm another part of the state. There was a 
genera! silence, which was broken by Hargis: 

Em sorry to heart that.“ he said. “I 
always hate to hear of such things. I reckon | 
@ man who has the blood of his fellow-man 
on his hands, even though he might have 
been justified, never feels just right over it, 


Killed ain't the best off of the two.“ 

‘The man who said these words, quietly and 
im a spirit of entire candor, was then await- 
ing trial for some of the most shocking mur- 
ders that ever disgraced a state, and struck 
terror among its people. 


Successful as Business Men. 


Hargis and his brothers were highly suc- 
cessful business men before they became 
strong factors in the politics of Breathitt 
eounty and of the Tenth district. They 
owned a large general store in Jackson, 
Ky., operated logging camps and lumber 
yards, and the amount of their business each 
year was large and progtable. This weil 
olted, gmooth working, superbly managed 

itical machine was interwoven with their 
ness interests, and as early as 1806 they 
Were the controlling commercial and demo- 
cratic political power in the Tenth district, 


The force and ability shown by Hargis in 
Various political campaigns had made him 
a marked man throughout the state, and 
when in 1890 he linked his fortunes with those 
of William Goebel, the combinetion was 
strong and one that, as long as Goebel lived, 
Was never defeated. 


Made Deal with Goebel. 


Goebel was a candidate for the democratic 
momination for governor, and Hargis, who 
aspired to be the undisputed boss in the moun- 
tain section of the state, was anxious to 
represent hie district on the state central 
committee. It was agreed that Hargis should 
be named as committeeman provided he de- 
— Goebel the delegates from certain 

counties. Bome of the counties he 
carried for Goebel, and in those counties 
which he failed to deliver he instituted con- 
tests. 

The story of the famous “ Louisville con- 
vention " is too long a chapter of Kentucky 
political history to be recounted here. It is 
enough to say that Hargis produced in Judge 
David B. Redwine a most complaisant pre- 


declared that he was a marked man, and 


certain to be murdered he had decided to 


days of riot such as the state had never be- 

fore witnessed Hargis’ contesting delegations 

were seated. Goebel was declared the nom- 
inee of his party and Hargis was a member 
of the state central committee. 

Hargis remained a stanch adherent of 
Goebel until the death of the latter, and be- 
came the undisputed democratic leader of the 
Tenth district in general aud ot Breathitt 
county in particular. Those who had op- 
posed him became his friends, and cliimbe 
with cheerful alacrity into the Hargis ban 
wagon. Brick Combs, a former sheriff of 
Breathitt county, and the only man in that 
section who had ever been able to marshal 
even a respectable following against the Har- 
gis mechine, became one of its leading cog 
wheels. 

Series of Murders Begins. 

Two years after the political career of 
Goebel had been terminated by an assassin 
at Frankfort commenced the horrible series 
of murdere in Breathitt county that made 
the name of Hargis notorious throughout the 
country. 

For many yeers there had existed i!) feel- 
ing between the Hargis and the CookrilJ 
families, and era murders had been com- 
mitted, but for some time piror to 1902, when 
it broke out with increased ferocity, av 
armed truce had been recognized by both 
sides. At an election in that year, how- 
ever, Ben Hargis, the youngest of the Hargis 
brothers, wae shot and killed by Tom Cock- 
rill. 

The vendetta sprang up at once, and with 
“Jim” Hargis the leader of hie faction it 
became more bloody a 2 8 — 
before. wae a ju * unty 
court 3 period of all these crimes, 
and not did he never lift his hand to 

event any of them, but akthough eoquitted 
— the courta, he has always been and a. 
ways — considered the deliberate in- 
stigator of them. 

Dr. Cox First One Kitied. 

The first life taken wae that of Dr. B. L. 
Cox, a physician who had been the guardian 
of the Cockrill boys and who had taken an 
active part in the defense of Tom Cockrill 
when he was tried and acquitted for the 
murder of Ben Hargis. On the night of April 
18, 1002, he was, while standing in his own 
yard, shot and killed. by men hidden in the 
rear of the Hargis store. ! 

James Cockrill, a brother of Tom Cockrill, 
was town marshal of Jackson at this time, 
but at the solicitation of his friends, who were 
anxious to prevent further trouble, he an- 
nounced that in the Interest of peace he in- 
tended to leave Jackson forever. He was 
actually on hie way to the depot, for the pur- 
pose of leaving Jackson and making his home 
in Oklahoma, when shots were fired from the 
courtroom where Judge Hargis presided, and 
James Cockril] fell, riddled with bullets. 

This murder was committed on July 21, 
1902, and caused intense excitement, not only 
in Breathitt county but throughout Kentucky 
as well. It was generally believed that the 
Hargis faction was responsible not only for 
the murder of James Cockril! but for that of 
Dr. Cox. Hargis, however, was not charged 
with being an accomplice or the instigator 
of the crimes until several months later. 


Marcum’s Murder Reddest of All. 


The most sensational murder of them all 
was to yet to come. This was the killing 
of James B. Marcum, a prominent attorney 
of Jackson. 

Marcum was an uncompromising foe to the 
Hargis people, and he wielded a powerful 
influence against them He had fearlessly 
condemned the methods employed by Hargis 
in politics, and had been unsparing in his de- 
nunciation of the murders of Cox and 
Cockrill. Marcum knew that he was im- 
periling his own life, but held steadily on his 
way. He finally issued a letter in which he

leave Jackson. More fortunate than James 
Cockrill, he was allowed to leave, and took 
up his residence in Lexington, Ky., and en- 
tered upon the practice of his profession. 
Shortly after the departure of Marcum from 
Jackson Hargis caused his indictment on 
charges of criminal Itbel, declaring that 
Marcum had insinuated that Hargis had been 
connected with various and sundry killings 
in Breathitt county. 

Mareum was a typical mountaineer, and 
the restrained life of a city like Lexington 
was irksome to him. His law business was 
not as prosperous as he had hoped, and he 
became discouraged and homesick for the 
mountains. He announced that he intended 
to return to Jackson again, and persisted in | 
his resolve against ‘the arguments of all his! 


friends, 
Call of Home Too Strong. 

They pointed out to him that he wee court- 
ing death if he returned, but there is only one 
thing on earth that can cure 4 ‘onging for 
home and that is to go there.

The murder of Marcum caused a tremen- 
dous sensation and Gov.

So strong, however, was the Hargis influence 
that the state declined to prosecute Jett 
and White without a change of venue, being 
satisfied that no conviction was possibie 
under other circumstances. 


Admitted Seeing Cold Murder. 

At the trial both Hargis and his friend 
Sheriff Edward Calahan, complacently ad- 
mitted under oath that when Marcum wae 
murdered they were looking out of a window 
in Hargis’ store, and saw the assassin sneak 
up on Marcum from behind, and shoot him 
down. They were the two highest peace 
officers in Breathitt county. They witnessed 
the murder and yet made no e t to arrest 
the murderer. Hargis also all the ex- 
penses of the defense. 

Later Hargis was himeelf placed on trial 
as an accessory to the murder of Marcum, 
but was acquitted. Notwithetanding this 
verdict, Mre. Marcum brought a civil suit 
egainet him for damages, because of her 
husbands murder, secured judgment, and 
Hargis sent her a check for $12,000, although 
the Criminal court had previously declared 
him innocent of the murder. 

The following story ‘we some of the bet- 
ter traits of Hargis’ character and throws 
a ight upon conditions in Breathitt county 
some years since and ag they are today. The 
sheriff, Brick Combs, was holding under son- 
tende of death a man named Bad rem 
Smith, who was a personal friend. Joho 
Young Brown, who was then governor of the 
state, received confidential information that 
Combs would not hang Smith, and desired 
to have the death warrant taken there by a 
special and discreet messenger. The map 
bringing the warrant wae likely to meet with 
sudden and violent interruption in carrying 
out his mission, and the errand required 
both nerve and tact. 

The governor selected for the task J. W 
Marksburg, a newspaper man of Frankfort, 
who had, the governor was satisfied, plenty 
of eourage and good sense. He instructed 
Marksburg to keep the matter entirely secret 
and to deliver the warrant personally to 
Combs. 

Reporter Discovered on Train. 


When approaching Jackson, a tall, pleas- 
ant faced man, said to Marksburg after some 
preliminary conversation. 

“T reckon you've got that death warrant 
for Bad Tom.’ 

Marksburg declined to disouss the question 
and the big man said; 

Tou see, you're the only stranger on the 
train, and I just figured out that you would 
have it. If you haven't, nobody haa and 
as sure as my name's Jim Hargis, the sher- 
r' never hang him.” 

Marksburg was acquainted with the father 
and brother of Hargis, and finally admitted 
to the judge that he had the warrant for 
Bad Tom.“ He then asked Hargis to go 
with him to see Combs, and witness the de- 
livery of the warrant for the state. Hargis 
declined, saying that he and Combs were not 
friends, but he added: 

I' get a man for you.” 

Arrived at Jackson, Hargis brought around 
a mountaineer, whom he introduced as 
“Cal,” and added, He'll stay by you til! 
the devil hollers.“

MARQUIS OUSTS I TRUSTE 


Tedious Hearing of Townshend 
Relieved by Strange Story. 


OLD SCANDAL IS REVIVED. 


Clergyman’s Escapade Figures in 


Fight Over Hetrlooms Sold. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.)] 

LONDON, March 14.—The marquis of 
Townshend's suit to remove Arthur Geoffrey 
Robins and John Abercombie as trustees of a 
deed of settlement of the Townshend estates, 
made in 1908, and under which a number of 
heirlooms were disposed of, has finally come 
to am end after a protracted and generally 

The court ordered Robins removed from his 
trusteeship and praised the marquis on the 
manner in which his evidence was given. 

The marquis has declared that he wae fora 
long period under the hypnotic influence of 
Robins. The marquis is small and weak hook- 
ing, and a year ago his wife sought to have 
him peut under restraint as unsound mentally. 
The court spoke of this and said the marquis 
health seemed improved since the lunacy 
trial ended. : 

‘One of the few interesting features of the 
trial was the story told by Robins of spending 
large sums of money on Clothes in order that 
he might be smartly dressed as the com- 
panion of the marquis on his visit to the Unit- 
ed States in quest of an American bride. 

In nineteen months he spent §780 on tallors’ 
bills. 

Gay Feathers in Bride Hunt. 

Robins obviously was embarrassed when 
the counsel for the plaintiff asked him what 
was the object of this expenditure, for he re- 
plied that it was purely a personal matter, 
and that he had no desire to wound the sus- 
céptibilities of Lord or Lady Townehend. 
Finally he declared: > 

It was on account of certain affairs I was 
engaged in on behalf of the marquis’ matri- 
monia!l Affairs.“ 

„ Were the clothes to bedeck you out for 
any purpose? asked the judge. 

Tes was the reply. 

Further questions elicited the fact that the 
quest of a wife for the marquis was made not 
only in the United States but also in England 
And in Franceand occupied several years. 

Far from having their susceptibilities 
wounded, the marquis and marquise ap- 
peared to enjoy the evidence hugely, smiling 
continuously throughout the proceedings. 

The marquis frequently abandoned himself 
to boisterous laughter. On ‘one occasion his 
mirth was only suppressed by means of his 
pocket handkerchief, in which he buried his 
face more than once. 

His infectious hilarity brought hima gentle 
reproof from the marquise, who, however, at 
last joined in. Bven the court was 
by the merry scene. 


Executor’s Acts Questioned. 


In opening the case it was suggested that 
Mr. Robins had improperly disposed of the 
Townshend heirlooms and converted the pro- 
ceeds to his own personal use. 

Mr. Micklem, K. C., counsel for the plain- 
tiff, explained that the heirlooms consisted 
of valuable china and other articles which 
were brought into a deed for resettlement by 
Lord St. Levan, executor under the late 
marquis’ will. 

A large part of the china had disappeared 
and counsel did not think it likely that Mr. 
Robins knew nothing of the fact, although 
the defense possibly would suggest that it 
was not done under his control. 

Robins was described by counsel as a man 
of strong intellect, of unscrupulous char- 
acter, who undoubtedly had obtained. pow~ 
erful inflvence over Lord Townshend. 

In March, 1900, the marquis appointed Mr. 
Robins to the family living at East and 
West Raynham, and his lordship went to live 
at the rectory.

JAP WARSHIPS PUT TO SEA 


First Squadron Ordered from 
Formosa on Secret Mission. 


CHINA YIELDS IN TATSU CASE 


Foreign Board at Peking Agrees to 
Pay Damages and Free Ship. 


HONGKONG, March 14.—Information has 
reached here from Formosa that the first 
Japanese naval squadron will sail today on 
secret service. 

The cruisers Yakumo, Akitsushima, Asa- 
ma, and flotilla of smaller vegsels have been 
conied ready to sall at a minute’s notice 
since March 7. 

At Sasebo, the naval! station, everything is 
exceedingly busy. The Tatsu affair has 
caused a sensation in the navy, and some 
action in this department issurmised. Word 
from Tokio on March 9 announced that a 
part of the first Japanese naval squadron was 
to leave port on March 14. 

Coaling and other preparations for depar- 
ture then were proceeding rapidly. At the 
office of the admiralty in Tokio it was de- 
clared that the squadron was about to begin 
a serios of maneuvers. It was pointed out 


further that this fact was announced ar 


months ago, and that, therefore, the activity 
at Sasebo should not necessarily be consid- 
ered in connection with the difficulty with 
China arising from the Tatsu Maru incident. 


China Agrees to Terms. 

PEKING, March 14.—The negotiations 
looking to a settlement of the difficulty be- 
tween China and Japan growing out of the 
seizure by China of the Japanese steamer 
Tateu Maru are making favorable progress. 

The Chinese foreign board today approved 
the draft of a document in which Chine ac- 
cepts the proposals made by Japan yester- 
day. 

China will pay Japan $10,700 and retain 
the arms that form the cargo of the Tatsu 
Maru, and she will pay also about $8,000 
demurrage on the steamer. It is expected 
that the Tatsu Maru will be released on 
March 16. 

In addition Japan agrees to adopt and en- 
force strict regulations to prevent future 
traffic in arms and ammunition from Japan 
into China, but she refuses to include the 
territory of Macao in this limitation. 

China will soon take up negotiations with 
Portugal regarding the contraband traffic at 
Macao. She hopes that an accurate delimi- 
tation of Portuguese waters at Macao now 
will be secured. and that the gambling for 
which Macao ig notorious, as well as the 
snuggling done through that port, may be 
materially restricted. 


READS AND WRITES IN DARK; 
IS ASLEEP ALL THE TIME. 


Hospital Physician in London Reports 
Remarkable Case of Somnambulism 
in Young Woman Patient. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, March 14.—Particulars of an 
extraordinary case of somnambulism are 
communcated to the British Medical Journal 
by Dr. James Russell, assistant physician 
at Birmingham hospital. 

He says a girl 21 years old, 
teacher of typewriting and a student of 
music, entered the hospital to be cured of 
sleep walking. While under observation 
there, she habitually left her bed after three 
or four hours’ sleep and busied herself in 
various ways, inchuding descending into the 
music room and playing a piano, tuning a 
violin, and fitting new strings in it, and 
crocheting. 

Her most remarkable feats, however, were 
reading and writing in the dark. If there 
was even a faint artificial ight in the room 
she would avoid it and go to the darkest cor- 
ner, where she would read various books, 
study theory and harmony, and write let- 
ters. 

One of her letters was addressed to her 
music teacher. It contained a short essay 
on the sonata form,“ which was accurate 
in sense and construction. Another letter 
she wrote in German. 

When she was awake she could not re 
member her writing or reading. An exami- 
nation of her eyes did not reveal the reason 
for her being able to see in the dark.

CHINA’S ARMY NOTHING NEW 


Troops Have Been Drilled and 
Ready for Many Years. 


WESTERN TACTICS ARE USED

European and American Soldiers Have 
Assisted in Maneuvers, 


[ FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNS. } 

LONDON, March 1-—The discovery of 
China's well organized army equipped and 
trained acoording to Buropean standards 


of Chine is raising forces to defend his 
shores against the encroachments of the 
Japanese; but it shows to the occident that 
the limitless empire of the orient has been 
awake for years preparing for the expected 
advance of western ‘industrialism over the 
territories of the flowery kingdom. 

Sons of sages and statesmen from all the 
provinces of China have been attending the 
military schools of Europe and America for 
ten years and while tales of the precocious 
brilllancy of Japanese pupils in the same 
institutions have been scattered broadcast 
over the world Chinese youths have been 
plugging away at their studies making reo- 
ords as enviable as their brother students 
from Japan. 

Learned Much in Japan Itself. 

The schools of Japan iteelf have been 
opened to the Chinese and while some of 
them may justify the Japanese claim that 
Chinese students are seconding Miteuhito’s 
anti-Chinese movements there is no doubt 
that the knowledge gained in the Tokio uni- 
versity by Chinese students is being used to 
good account in the court at Peking. 

Duropean and American soldiers of for- 
tune have been in China for at least eight 
years working in harmony with Chinese. of 
advanced thought. Many American soldiers 
have gone to Chine from the Philippines 
after having served their enlistments in 
the American army and have done’ much to 
whip inta a wonderful military machine the 
one hundred and fifty thousand men brought 
together under the empire. 


Chinese Army Drilled Hard. 

Twice a year the war game has been 
Played as thoroughly as upon any of the 
German fields when the kaiser puts his sol- 
diers through the maneuvers designed to 
keep them ever alert. The oriental makes a 
magnificent soldier when trained according 
to the Buropean methods. An English offi- 
cer who has seen the Chinese army at prac- 


toe declares it will m many respects sur- 


pass the Japanese.

Charge That New York Company Gave 
Funds Found in America. 


| CARAC AS, Venezuela, March 12, via Wil- 


lemstad, Curacoa, March 14.—The Superior 
court of Venezuela today handed down a 
verdict confirming the judgment of the 
lower court which condemned the New York 
and Bermudez Asphalt company to pay a 
fine of $5,000,000 to the Venesuelan govern- 
ment for having extended assistance to the 
Matos revolution, which was directed 
against President Castro. This sum is the 
estimated cost of putting down the revolu- 
tion. The company will appeal to the Court 
of Cassation. 


Proof Found in America. 


The finding of the lower court, which its 
the Civil Court of Firet Instance, was handed 
down in August of last year. The appeal to 
the Court of Cassation is now the only thing 
that remains to the company, so far as the 
situation in Venesuela is concerned. 

It was from American witnesees and from 
testimony taken before American judges in 
the United States courts that the Venesuelan 
government obtained the most important 
proof of the part alleged to have been played 
by the asphalt company in the Matos revo- 
lution—the furnishing of the money with 
which to start the fight. 


Fight Long and Bitter. 


The oontroversy between the asphalt com- 
pany and the Venezuelan government has 
been long and bitter, and was in a critical 
state at the time that Herbert W. Bowen 
was American minister at Caracas: On this 
occasion the state department sent what was 
practically an ultimatum to Venezuela in 
regard to the matter. 

The charge that the company aided the 
Matos revolution with funds has been sub- 
astantiated, officials of the company having 
testified to the truth of this statement in 
New York in 1905.

Parisian Interviewer Calls Him 
Latter Day Siegfried. 


HE FAVORS CENTRAL BANK. 


Details Alleged Conversation on Way 
Democracy Rules Nation. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE] 

PARIS, March 14.—A special correspondent 
who is now describing‘ America for the bene- 
fit of the readers of the Petit Journal has 
been interviewing President Roosevelt, who 
so impressed the interviewer that the latter 
concluds by calling the president a modern 
Siegfried adapted to the conditions of our 
times. 

During McKinley's time, according to the 
correspondent, the most popular person in 
the United States was the kaiser, whose per- 
sonality dazzled Americans, but this ad- 
miration vanished when Mr. Roosevelt came 
into power, the president being the incarna- 
tion of everything Americans believe is 
typically American. 

When the conversation reached the ques- 
tion of the economic crisis the interviewer 
found that Mr. Roosevelt holds personal 
opinions which scarcely are reconcilable with 
political acts which he has countersigned. 
Thus he has approved the Aldrich bill, which 
the interviewer thinks bars the road to any 
serious reform in the monetary system. 


Says Roosevelt Wants Central Bank. 

Mr. Roosevelt, he says, is a really con- 
vinced partisan of a governmental central 
bank, and feels certain this solution will 
eventually but gradually be reached. When 
the interviewer said such an institution must 
be created, Mr. Roosevelt replied: 

„Never say must in this country. We live 
in a great democracy, and in a democracy 
nothing ever must. Democracy allows noth- 
ing to imposed. It directs and can only 
await the development of the people’s will 
while enlightening the people's opinion.” 

The interviewer gathered the impression, 
however, that the president did not believe 
himself absolutely competent on these ques- 
tions. The financial world seemed to have for 
him, as for almost all whoare not specialists, 
something impossible to grasp, something 
mysterious. Further than this he refused to 
discuss details. 

Says “Jap Crisis” Is Fact. 

On the other hand, he showed himself won- 
derfully certain on matters of international 
politics, and impressed the hearer as sen- 
sibly less optimistic in regard to the rela- 
tions between America and Japan than om - 
cial utterances would indicate. He was dis- 
tressed at France's press campaign, which 
represented war as inevitable, and failed to 
understand the reasons for it. Here the in- 
terviewer “‘ ventures to give the president's 
actual words, and says President Roosevelt 
declared: ‘‘ The sending of my fleet to the 
Pacific was a measure of defense and no 


danger to peace.”

Savages’ Wives Along Lake 
Victoria Known by Cau- 
dal Appendages. 


REFUSE TO DRESS UP. 


Tribes Discovered by Frank G. 
Carpenter Scorn Garments — 
of Civilization.

[FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUND.] 
PORT FLORENCE, Africa, Jan. 15.—Un- 
furl your fans and take out your kerchiefs 
to hide your blushes. We are about to have 
a stroll among the Kavirondo, who inhabit 
the eastern shores of Lake Victoria on the 
western edge of British Bast Africa. These 
people are all more or less naked, and some 
ot the sights we dare not describe. Wehave 
our cameras with us. but Postmaster Gen- 
eral Meyer will not allow our films to go 
thréugh the mails, and no newspaper 
publish all the pictures we take. 

We are in the heart of the continent, so | 
near the equator that a day's march to the 
north would enable us to straddle it, but so 
high above the sea that the weather is by no 
means unpleasant. We are on the wide 
gulf of Kavirondo and on the eastern edge 
of the greatest fresh water lake of the world. 
That island studded sea in front of us is Vic~ 
toria Nyanza; and over there at the northe | 
west. less than a week's march on foot and 
less than two days by the small steamers 


which ply on the lake. is Napoleon gulf. out 


of which flows the great River Nile. 
See the Hippo Swimming. | 
With the glass you may see the hippo- 


*potamuses swimming near the shores of 


Kavirondo bay, and behind us are plains 
covered with pastures and spotted with 
droves of cattle, antelope, and gnu, bs. 3 
also the queerly thatched huts of the stark 
naked natives. ö b 

The plains have a sparse growth of tropical 
trees, and looking over them we can catch 
sight of the hills which steadily rise to the 
Mau Escarpment, beyond which ta the great 


Rift valley, and still farther east are the level | 2. 


highlands of British East Africa, the whole 
extending on and on to Mombosa, a distance 
as great as that between New York and 
Cleveland, to the Indian ocean. It was at 
that point that I entered the continent, and 
I have been traveling for days in coming the 


584 miles which lie between us and the ocean. ; 


Port Florence is the terminus of the 
Uganda railroad, and it is destihed to be one 
of the great cities of East Central Africa. 
When the Cape to Cairo trunk line ts com- 
pleted there probably will be a branch run- 


ning from here through Uganda to connect — fe 


with it, and all the commerce of the vast 
region about’ Lake Victoria will flow by 


steamer to this point and down the U 
railway to the sea. 


Pyros Great Shipping Center. 

s it is now, the trade is greatly in 
and ivory, hides, grain Bard — 8 Ger- 
man East Africa, the Upper Congo, and the 
lands to the north of the lake are shipped 
through here to the coast. The cars come 
right down to a wooden wharf which extends. 
well out into the Kavirondo gulf. On the 
lake are several small steamers, which have. 
been brought up here in pleces and put to- 
gether, and they are now bringing in freight 
from all parts of this big island sea. 

As to Port Florence itself, it is a little tin 
town with practically no accommodations for 
travelers. The only place to stop is a dak 
bungalow, or rest house, put up by the gov- 
ernment, and the only stores are those of a 
few Hindoo traders. The Europeans consist 
of some soldiers belonging to the king's 
African Rifles, of the government , 
and of some employés of the railroad. 

The officials put on great airs. Among the 
passengers who came in with me yesterday 
was a judge who will settle the disputes 
among these half-naked natives. He was 
met at the cars by some soidiers and a gang 
ef convicts in chains. The latter had come 
to carry his baggage and other belongings 
to his tin house on the hill, and each waa 
dressed in a heavy iron collar with iron 
chains extending from it to his wrists and. 
ankles. Nevertheless, he was able to aid 
in lifting the boxes and in pushing them 
off on trucks, prodded up to his work all the 
while by the soldiers on guard. 


Nation of Naked People. 

But let us take our feet in our hands and 
-ramp about through Port Florence. Later 
in we may march off into the country 
through which I traveled for abogit fifty miles 
on my way here. In Port Florence itself we 
may now and then see 4 man with a blanket 
wrepped around him, and the men frequently 
wear waist cloths behind or in front. | 

Outside of this they are stark naked, many 
of them wearing absolutely nothing except ¢ 
plugs in their ears, strings of beads about 
their waists, and rough wire rings on their 
wrists and ankles. All have skins of a dark 
chocolate brown. They have rather Intelli- 
gent features, woolly hair, and Hips and noses 
like-those of a negro. 

They belong to the Bantu race family and 
are among the best formed of the peoples of 
Africa. Some one has said that traveling — 
through their country is like walking through 
miles of living statuary, and I have seen 
thousands of such statues on my way here. 

Take these Kavirondo men who have gath- 
ered about me just now as I write Their fig- 
ures are ebony, and some of them look as 


though they might have been cut from black 


marble by the hand of a sculptor. Look at 
those three brown bucks at my left. 


As Well Formed as Marble Study. 


They are as straight as Michaelangelo’s 
famed statue of David and about as well 
formed. See how firmly they stand on their 
black feet. Their heads are thrown back 
and two have burst out laughing as I turn 
my camera toward them. They are stark 
naked, with the exception ‘of those bande 
of beads about the waist and their anklets 
and bracelets. I can follow every muscle 
with my eye, and they seem the perfection 
of physical manhood. 

That nude fellow next me has a coll of 
wire about his biceps and there is a pound 
of wire on his right wrist. He is smoking 
a pipe, but it just hangs between his teeth. 
which shine out bright and white as he 
smiles. 

The man next him has two brass rings on 
each of his black thumbs, bands of telegraph 
wire around his wrists, and two wide colls 
of wire above and below the biceps of his 
left arm. He has five wire bands about his 
neck, circles of wire under each knee, and 
great anklets of twisted wire resting on each 
of his feet. As I look I can see the calloused 
places where the wire has worn into hie in- 
step, and this is worse on that third man, 
whose ankles are loaded with twisted wire. 
The latter must have several pounds on each 
leg, and the wire on the right leg extends 
from the foot to the middle of the calf. 


Hair Looks Like Snakes. 

Now look at their heads. The first man 
hag short wool which hugs the scalp, and the 
other two have twisted their hair so that 
it hangs down about the head like the snakes 
of the Medusa. 7 

I stop for a moment and ask the men to 
turn around in order that I may get a view 
from the rear. They are not quite so naked 
as I had supposed. Each has an apron of 
deerskin as big as a woman's pocket hand- 
kerchief fastened to his waistband behind. 
The aprons are tanned with the fur on. and 
are tied to the belt with deerskin straps. 
As far as decency goes, they are of no value 
at all, and they seem to be used more for 
ornament than anything else.

I ami told that it is an indispensable article 
of dress for every married woman, and that 
it is improper for a stranger to touch it. 
Harry Johnston, who governed these people, 
faye that even a husband dares not touch 
1 appendage when worn by his 
wife, and If by mistake it is touched a goat 
must be sacrificed or the woman will die 
from the insult. 

Some of the nafive women here in Port 
Florence wear little aprons of fiber about 
six inches long, extending down at the front. 
I can see dozens of them so clad all about me, 
and for a penny can get any of them to pose 
for my camera. The young girls have no 
clothes at all, and this is the custom through- 
out the country. Indeed, farther back in the 
interior the fringe aprons are removed, and 
both sexes are ciad chiefly in jewelry of wire 
of various kinds. 


Fully Dressed in Fiber. 


The strangest thing about the nudity of 
these savages is that they are absolutely un- 
conscious of any wrong in it. Such of them 
ae have not met Europeans do not know they 
are naked, and @ married woman with her 
tail of palm fiber is fully dressed. A traveler 
tells how he tried to educate.a gang of naked 
young women whom he met out in the coun- 
try by cutting up some American sheeting 
and giving each a piece. 

The giris looked at the cloths with interest, 
but evidently did not know what to do with 
them. Thereupon the white man took a. 
Gtrip and tied it about the waist of one of the 

rty. Upon this the other girls wrapped 
heir pieces about their waists, but a moment 
later they took them off, saying: ‘ 

These are foreign customs and we do not 
Want them.” 

During my stay in the Kavirondo country 
J have gone out among the villages and 
have seen the natives in their homes and at 
work. The land is thickly populated and 
the people are good natured and quiet. One 
can go anywhere without danger, and there 
is no trouble in getting photographs ot what- 
ever one wants. 


Most Women Are Married. 

I am surprised at the great number of mar- 
ried women. This rule as to married women 
wearing tails gives one a knowledge of the 
condition of every woman he meets. If the

The Kavirondo girls marry early. I am 
told they are often betrothed at the age of 6 
A sai but that Im such case the girl stays 

th her parents for five or six years after- 
Ward. All marriages are matters of hargain 
and sale. The parents sell their girls for a 
price, and a good wife can be purchased for 
forty hogs, twenty goats, and a cow. In the 
early betrothals the suitor pays part of the 
fixed sum down and the rest in installments 
until all is paid.

While the Spaniards established garrisons 
in a few of the coast towns, and thus man- 


aged pretty well to control the trade of the 
islands, the inhabitants of the interior were 


hardly conscious of Spanish rule, and pur- 
sued their ancestral ways practically un- 


| molested. There was, in recent times, a rec- 


ognized Moro sovereign, the sultan of Sulu, 
whose seat of government was and still is 
at Jolo. But, while the sultan drew an al- 
lowance from Spain, he had little real author- 
ity outside the island on which he lived. 
The people were ruled by their datus, or 
local chiefs. 
Yankees Saved the Spaniards. 

This passing glance at Moro history may 
serve to give an idea of the situation here 
when the United States took control of the 
Philippines. Hardly had the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war begun when the Moros started an 
insurrection which the Spanish, being en- 
gaged elsewhere, could. but feebly oppose. 
In a short time the Spanish governor and 
the garrison were besieged in Zamboanga, 
and so they remained until rescued from their 
dilemma by American troops. 


„It thus happened that in the Moro country, 


as elsewhere in the islands, the United States 
took over an insurrection when it assumed 
sovereignty. This one, however, had no dis- 
turbing political idea behind it, haVing as its 
genesis“ a religious and racial antipathy, 
coupled with the irritation caused by petty 
commercial oppressions, and, consequently, 
wes not so hard todeal with. TheAmerican 
military officials succeeded in convincing the 
leading datus of their friendly intent, and in a 
short time peace was restored. The Spen- 
farda sailed away and the Americans ruled 
in their stead. 

Regarded in one way, our difficulties with 
the Moros since then are due entirely to 
ourselves and our methods, Having here a 
fine new possession, it was natural that 
Uncle Sam should look it over and begin 
to take stock. This stocktaking revealed 
some peculiar conditions, and it was the at- 
tempt to alter some of these conditions which 
subsequently caused our trouble with the 
Moros. 

Field for Pioneer Work. 

Reformation meant interference with the 
authority of the datus and curtailment of 
their power; the. abolition of slavery and 
suppression of the slave trade; the establish- 
ment of courts and compelling popular rec- 
ognition of the authority of law; providing a 
sound foundation for commercial and indus- 
trial development by creating a legal basis 
for land titles; the establishment of a school 
system; and, in general, the extension of the 
functions of the central government into all 
parts of the country. 

None of these things had ever been accom- 
plished, hardly attempted, by Spain; so here 
was a field for pioneer work. To have brought 
about such an evélition without serious fric- 


tlon would have been cult.under the most 
favorable conditions. In the Moros we tack- 
led a fierce, warlike, ignorant; d intracta- 


ble people who had been rarely defeated and 
never conquered; a combination of qualities 
without piiancy. and which made resistance 
a practical certainty. As was anticipated 
by many, the effort to apply an American 
policy to the Moros speedily aroused opposi- 
tion. Petty datus in remote districts refused 
to accede to administrative processes of the 
government, and when an attempt was made 
to enforce them offered armed resistance. 

Thus began the disorders which in a short 
time involved the entire Moro province, and 
which were guppressed only after arduous 
campaigning and some severe fighting. For- 
tunately the internecine jealousies of the 
datus prevented them from combining 
against the Americans, and this made it pos- 
sible to defeat them in detail. The cam- 
paign in the Lake Lanao country was typ- 
ical of this weakness in the Moro method. 

Americans Win Easy Victories. 

The cottas of nearly fifty petty datus ad- 
join the lake, and these fell one by one under 
the attack of the American troops. The 
fighting men of one cotta would witness the 
reduction of a neighboring cotta with in- 
difference, often with satisfaction, apparent- 
ly unable to realize that their turn would 
come next. The American authorities soon 
adopted the “Spanish expedierit of: playing 
the hostile datus against each other, and 
with considerable success; for in this way 
they were prevented from combining their 
forces. 

While ‘the Lanao and Cotobato districts 
presented the greater difficulties, the fighting 
in Jolo probably had the more decisive effect. 
Here occurred the famous Bud Dajo fight, or 
the so-called battle of the crater, the gan- 
guinary details of which caused so much 
criticlem in the United States. So severe 
was the defeat inflicted upon the hostile 
Moros in this fight that further resistance 
was abandoned and peace was restored.

Civil Government Put to Work. 

Upon the suppression of the ingurrection 
the civil) government, which had perforce re- 
strained the development of its policy during 
hostilities, resumed ite efforts, and in time 
the existing administrative system was or- 
cranized and put into execution. There is a 
governor, who is also the commander of the 
military department of Mindanao; a treas- 
urer, an attorney general, and an auditor. 
These four officials constitute the provincial 
legislative council, which legislates for the 
province, but whoee acts may be amended 
or annulled by the Philippine commission. 

‘The province is divided into five districts, 
each with a governor, secretary, and treas- 
urer, who compose the district board and 
are appointed by the provincial legislative 
council, subject to the approval of the com- 
mission. Districts are divided into tribal 
wards, each administered by a native head- 
man and a deputy. A local datu is usually 
appointed headman of his ward, as experi- 
ence has shown that the people are easier 
to control when their familiar chiefs are thus 
employed. 

The district boards make the laws for a 
district, subject to amendment or annulment 
by the provincial council. The district gov- 
ernor acts as justice of the tribal courts. 
Appeals from the tribal courts go to the 
Court of First Instance for the province, 
which is presided over by an American judge, 
and constitutes the Fourteenth Judicial dis- 
trict of the Philippines. 

The Spanish civil and penal codes are chief- 
ly used, as elsewhere in the islands, but the 
Moro laws. wnich have been crudely codified, 
are sometimes used in modified form. The 
Filipino and other Christian elements of the 
community are under the same status as in 
the other provincts. Under the law organiz- 
ing the province army officers may act as 
district governors, and if they exercise the 
office they receive a small addition to their 
pay. At present most of the district gov- 
ernors are army Officers, from motives of con- 
venience and economy, as it is necessary to 
maintain a number of military posts in the 
province. 

Government Really by Soldiers. 

It will de perceived that this government, 
while called civil, is semi-military in char- 
acter in the sense that its authority still 
rests largely upon the presence of troops, 
and that it is chiefly administered by army 
officers. But the essence of civil government 
is here. The law of the land, not autocratic 
dictum, is the basis for administration, and 
the people are slowly being instructed in 
obedience to this law as interpreted by the 
central government and thecourts. Still, the 
work has only begun. 

The central government has little know!l- 
edge of what is going on in many of thé 
remoter tribal wards, the source of infor- 
mation being the local datus. But gradually 
the people are learning that they can appea! 
to @ higher authority than their datu against 
injustice or oppression, and the worst evils 
of datu caciqueism are being remedied. 
Slavery no longer openly exists, polygamy is 
diminishing, and a legal basis for personal 
and real property rights is being established. 

A pian has been adopted whereby it is 
hoped to in time have all land titles_regis- 
tered. Formerly the leading datus claimed 
all unoccupied land, which is the greater 
part of the provincial domain in the larger 
islands. The government hes refused to 
recognise these claims, however, and will 
grant titles only upon proof of actual occu- 
pation or cultivation. This will remove a 
cloud from the title of the public lands and 
throw open the country to settlement an 
development. The government ise endeavor- 
ing to discourage the present migratory habit 
of the Moros and get them to settle upon the 
land and estabiish titles, but without much 
success so far. 

The province is self-eupporting. The last 
fiscal year showed a revenue of 750,000 pesos 
and a surplus of 30,000 pesos.

The desire frequently has been expressed 
here that a detachment of the American fleet 
should visit Russia while in European waters. 


MANILA EAGER TO SEE SHIPS. 

MANILA, March 14.—Preparations have 
begun for the reception and entertainment of 
the officers and crews of the American bat- 
tleship fleet at this city. 

The formation of a large reception com- 
mittee made up of Americans and Filipinos 
will be undertaken immediately. 

Officials expect that a large squadron will 
be ler: at this port, as the decision of con- 
gress to make Manila a naval station will 
require the presence of a big fleet.

TORPEDO FLOTILLA FAST.

FAMINE STORIES REVOLTING. 


Hunger Among the Tribes in 
Northern Siberia. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, March 14—Descriptions have 
reached St. Petersburg of the famine that is 
ravaging among the Tchuktchy and Yakuts 
tribes in northern Siberia. Starving chil- 
dren have been seen gnawing the bodies of 
their mothers who had died from hunger. Dis- 
tress is intensified by a recent epidemic 
among the reindeer, 300,000 of the animals 
perishing in Tunera alone. A writer in 
the Novee Vremya charges the government 
with completely neglecting enormous tracts 
of Siberia, which have been unscrupulously 
exploited by dishonest traders.

LONDON, March 14.—Loré Avebury, head 
of the banking firm of Robarts, Lubbock & 
Co., made an important statement on the 
subject of gold reserves at the meeting of 
the London chamber of commerce. 


He said the subject vesol ved itself under t 


heads—gold reserves as against bank notes, 
and gold reserves as against liabilities. 80 
far as bank notes were concerned, he thought 
that his hearers would probably agree that 
the reserve of gold was ample. There was 
not a shadow of doubt as to the convertibility 
of the bank note. 


$580,000,000 in Circulation. 

The deputy controller of the mint had given 
an estimate of the amount of gold coin in cir- 
culation. including that held by banks. His 
estimate in round figures, $580,000,000, was 
exclusive of bullion. He had no trustworthy 
figures as to the amount of gold or silver 
bullion, but it could hardly with the gold coin 
be fess than $750,000,000. * 

The question of the gold reserves of banks 
was no doubt a more difficult question. If 
there were to be any legislation, savings 
banks must be included. He was surprised 
that there should be any question on that 
subject. - 

Savings Deposits $1,000,000,000. 

Yet the chancellor of the exchequer assert- 
ed that savings banks were on a different 
footing. Their deposits in round figures were 
51.000, 000.000. and against this enormous 
sum at the present moment no reserve gold 
whatever was held. Yet surely reserve gold 
was more important for savings banks than 
for other banks. 

In the course of the discussion, Sir Felix 
Schuster, governor of the union of London 


and Smiths banks, said that for some years 


he had been of the opinion that the gold re- 
serve of the country did need strengthening. 
He fully agreed with Lord Avebury as tothe 
necessity of savings banks keeping a suffi- 
client gold reserve. 


PARIS SHOWS A LIKING 
FOR AMERICAN MUSIC. 


Ragtime Popular in French Capital, 
Where New York Composer Is to 
Direct Symphony Society, 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, March 14.—Plans were laid this 
week by which American. composers of all 
sorts will be assured systematic recognition 
in Paris. American music long has been pop- 
ular here, everything from Sousa to ragtime 
being characteristic of the programs of the 
popular concerts and music halls. 

The new plans took form when Albert 
Mildenberg, a young New York composer, 
was selected as the musical director of the 
new Paris Oratorio and Symphony society. 
The personnel of this society consists of sev- 
enty-five players from the famous Lamoroux 
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and Colonne orchestras. Although works of 
classical authors will be produced by the new 
orchestra, Mr. Mildenberg says the feature 
of each of his programs will be two composi- 
tions by American composers, one group in- 
cluding American songs, the other instru- 
mental music. Mr. Mildenberg immediately 
after his election sent out a call to American 
composers to furnish him their works. At the 
first concert given in the early spring a short 
choral work by Harry Powshelly of New 
York will be presented. 

“| believe there are fewer uninteresting 
works composed by Americans now, said Mr. 
Mildenberg, than by foreign miisicians. I 
have no difficulty in making up a program of 
splendid works by Americans. The United 
States ts doing something in a musical way. 
Americans have got an entirely wrong im- 
pression of American music, because con- 
ductors in New York concerts hitherto have 
chosen their American numbers from the 
works of mer@students in European conserv- 
atories inste of taking up the good works 
of local writers. 

Our society already is assured of the sup- 
port of the leading families in Paris, both 
American and French.” 

Mr. Mildenberg left Paris today for a busi- 
ness visit to Berlin, where he will confer with 
American musicians in that city. 


INDIGNATION IN HAVANA 
OVER QUARANTINE ORDER. 


Enforcement of the Regulations Consid- 
ered Unjustifiable, and Washington 
Will Be Asked to Suspend Action. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
HAVANA, March 14.—The announcement 
from the marine hospital service at Wash- 
ington of a quarantine against Cuba after 
April 1 creates much surprise and indigna- 
tion here, and doubtless will be the subject 
of a shower of protests to Washington, both 
official and otherwise. The establishment 
of quarantine at this exceptionally early date 
will ruin the tourist traffic for the carnival 
and will seriously interfere with commercial 
transactions, as it always does. 

Locally the enforcement of the regulations 
is considered entirely unjustifiable, inasmuch 
as the last known case of yellow fever was 
discharged from the hospital on Feb. 28 
and the last infection, which was that of 
an American soldier at Santa Clara, was | 
reported on Feb. 21. The local health au- 
thorities declare there is no reason for the 
early establishment of the quarantine, and 
even if it were necessary, much less harsh 
measures could be adopted legally and with 
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health follows as a matter of course. §

Reported cold 
weather in Germany likewise attracted at- 
tention because it was just about this time 
last year that the cold prevailing on the con- 
tinent did so much damage to European 
ropa and set the markets aflame. 


Berlin Mart Apprehensive. 


Berlin advices hinted at a feeling of appre- 
hension among traders in that market, but 
the other foreign markets gave no indica- 
tions that adverse conditions were feared. 
Budapest wes sharply lower. and Liverpool 
cables were only \d higher, which was a 
poor response to the advance here on Friday. 
Some increase in Russian and Danubian 
shipments this week was predicted. The de- 
mand for cargoes was slow, and there was 
practically no export demand for American 
wheats. The sharp advance in futures also 
hed the effect of shutting off the domestic 
demand., and in the local market there were 
only a few small sales to millers, probably 
not over 57 000 bu all told. 


Corn Makes New High Record. 


Highest prices of the week were scored for 
corn, and also the highest prices on the crop. 
Offerings were light fr start to finish, the 
bulk of the selling ing from holders of 
weekly and daily ups. The cash demand con- 
tinued light, but country offerings were light, 
and the bulls were as confident of their posi- 
tion as ever. Closing prices were %@%c 
higher. Shippers’ short cash sales were com- 
petitors for the limited offerings of May, and 
helped to make a strong market, but the 
late strength in wheat was the chief factor 
in the last upturn. Farmers are not deins im- 
pelled by the high prices prevailing to part 
with their corn, although Nebraska dealers 
are reporting more liberal sales to go to 
the southwestern markets.

Old July Oats in Favor. 


Oats scored a sharp advance at the start, 
but the attention of the traders in general 
was transferred later tothe other grains, and 
the market closed dull but strong, with prices 
„nc to 1%@2c higher, the principal ad- 
vance being in old July, which met with good 
buying by shorts and commission houses 
throughout the session. Country houses sold 
the September, and the advance in this month 
was the smallest on the list. The shipping 
demand was fair, with sales of 140,000 bu. 
Primary receipts were 659,000 bu, against 
699,000 bu a year ago. Local receipts were 21T 
cars, with 286 cars expected Monday. Offer- 
{ngs from the country continue fairly liberal, 
but conservative receivers expected a falling 
off in the movement, as country stocks are 
getting light.

Shippers took 9,000, paying $4.70@4.75 for the 
bulk and $4.717% for prime light hogs. Pigs again 
moved slowly and made up the bulk of the 2.600 
left over at the close.

“On Dec. 81, 1906, the indebtedness of the 
company was $27,082,552, including a contin- 
gent liability of $4,201,189 for bills receivable 
discounted.

IN AMATEUR CUE TOURNEY, 
aer Champion Beats Clarence Jack- 


son and in One Inning Counts 168, | 
Beating McCreery’s Previous Best, 


Champion Calvin Demarest defeated Clar- 
ence Jackson, 400 to 165, in the opening game 
of the national amateur 14-2 balk line bi 
Hard tournament at the Chicago Athietie 
association’s clubhouse last night and set 
new world’s amateur records for high run 
and average. 

The big run, which the champion made ia 
the seventeenth inning, was 168.

His eighty-fifth carom was a 
difficult masse and his one hundred and thir- 
ty-second was a close call, as only he and the 
referee saw the count. He lost control ot the 
ivories on his one hundred and sixty-sixth 
shot, counted two wide ones, then missed a 
hard two cushion attempt the length of the 
table. He was loudly applauded when he 
beat McCreery’s record and was cheered to 
the echo when he closed the inning. 

The champion won the bank and only gath- 
ered two points. His total at the end of the 
fifth inning was 6, while Jackson, who picked 
up 41 in his fifth, showed a total of53.

STAGG AFTER MORE HONORS 


Maroon Leader Plans to Take Two 
Mile Relay Team East.

ALL HINGES ON ONE ATHLETE 


If Lightbody Regains Eligibility Quar- 
tet Will Be Formed. 


Director A. A. Stagg plans a new conquest 
ot the east with his track athletes. For 
many years he has sent a one mile relay 
team to.the Pennsylvania games, and twice 
he has returned with his team a national 
champion. A third time his quartet ran 
such a close second that the judges never 
were able to agree unanimously on the win} 
ner. 

Now the Midway chief is figuring on a 
two mile relay team made up of half milers 
to send against the 880 yard runners from 
Yale, Princeton, Harvard. Dartmouth, Cor- 
nell and Pennsylvania. His two mile quartet 
is to be in addition -to his one mile team, 
which will again race at Philadelphia. 
Mr. Stagg has been keeping close tab on 
his track material despite the long distance 
that has separated him from the campus 
during the winter months. He has the best 
squad of quarter milers and half milers that 
has ever trained on the Midway, and if one 
man regains his eligibility.a two mile team 
will be gathered together. 


Lightbody’s Chances Favorable. 


This athlete is James Lightbody, Olympian 
champion and world’s hero generally, who, 
with Coach Hugo Friend of the Maroon 
track team, after the Athenian games, made 
a Nttle tour through Austria and Germany 
and annexed to many tities and set so many 
new Austrian and German records that they 
scarcely can count them, For several terms 
Lightbody hes found school work difficult to 
comprehend, and so the faculty asked him to 
keep out of the limelight of the athletic world 
for awhile. Recently, however, he is saidto 
have broken all past records in French 1 
and Pol. Econ. 2, and the chances fre held 
to be favorable for his return to track work. 
Lightbody, if he runs, will be a member of 
both the one mile and two mile teams. He 
ean do the quarter in :50. and can find no 
trouble in repeating the half mile later on in 
time as fast as the records go. No one ever 
has approached his half mile records indoors 
and outdoors in the middle west. 


Mile Team Is Intact._ 
irector Stagg’s quartet of champion quar- 
ter mijers still is intact and probably at least 


two seconds faster than last year. It in- 
ciudes Merrian, Captain Quigley, Lingle, and 
Barker. Garrett, a sophomore, also has 
shown wonderful development.

BIG ATHLETIC MEET PLANNED © 
TO HELP SCHOOLBOY SPORT. 


Full List of Events for Grammar and 
High Grades Will Take Place at the 
Armory “Gym” in April.

The first active steps toward. the uplifting 
of local school athietics will be a monster 
indoor track meet for high school and gram- 
mar school boys, scheduled to take place 
early in April at the First regiment armory. 
Plane for this event were completed last week 
by Dr. George K. Herman of the Central A. 
A. U., Who is heading the movement to im- 
prove prep athletic conditions! Entry blanks 
will be sent out to eight hundred youngsters. 

According to plans the meet will be pat- 
terned after the public schools league of New 
York. The mode of classification is as yet 
undecided. In New York, grammar school 
boys are rated according to their weight in- 
stead of age. Dr. Herman, however, points

It 
is likely the affair will be determined by age, 
left to the honor of the boys.

In the coming events a number of the board 
of education members will be asked to attend, 
and Dr. Herman will request President 
Schneider to act.as an afficial. Should the 
members, accept the invitation, all possible 
efforts. will be made to interest them in the 
project to place school athletics on a higher 
plane.

Dr. Boynton also took occa- 
sion to state that the present rules governing 
high school. athletics were far harder on 
the boy than in most of the high school 
leagues. A few of the rules he thinks 
should be considered are the four study. rule, 
nonprofessional coach rule, freshman eli- 
gibility rule, and one or two other less Im- 
portant regulations.

Here Goes Your Letter. 
Perhaps today you have written that over- 
due letter to the friend or relative far away. 
Let us see what happens to it. Duly 
stamped arid properly addressed, you drop 
it into a street letter box. It does not re- 
main there long, for presently the collector 
comes on one of his frequent trips and takes 
it out, and with many others it is soon on 
one of the street railway mail cars bound 
downtown. In the cars the letters, as & 
rule, receive little treatment beyond being 
„% faced up ready for cancellation and dis- 
tribution. Perhaps you mailed your letter 
in your branch postoffice. No matter. it 
probably gets downtown the same way, 
though it may be carried on a suburban 
train, or from stockyards and Armour sta- 
tions or from Twenty-second street station, 
it may be shot through a pneumatic tube. 
Or you may mafl it in the main postofiice, to 
be carried up to the second floor by an ever 
moving endless belt. But, wherever you de- 
posit it, it presently reaches the huge mail- 
ing room, covering an entire block, on the 
second fioor of the main office, or, if you live 
on the west side, it may go to station U. 
Next, one of the .whirring canceling ma- 
chines which do the work of many men 
claims it for ite own, and it comes out neat- 
ly postmarked and with the stamp defaced 
and is ready for the distributers. It first is 
taken to a cage where a preliminary distribu- 
tion is made by states. Mail for a few of the 
more distant states requires no further dis- 
tribution before it leaves the city and is 
dispatched “golid” to one of the railway 
postoffice lines. But so many are the ways of 
getting out of Chicago, so numerous are the 
traihs, that nearly all the states require 
dome additional separation. 
Advantage is taken at all hours of every 
route which will reach any postoffice even a 
few minutes earlier than the next best route,

The first express train leaves the city at 
4:20 a. m. and carries a pouch for Evanston; 
the next is at 5:25 a. m. and carries a pouch 
for Harvey. Others follow at frequent inter- 
vals until, by 7 o'clock, ten express trains 
have departed, carrying pouches for twenty- 
six small offices, all within a radius of fifty 
miles or less from Chicago. These are, for 


the most part, offices which have no supply . 


from the fast mail trains which leave Chi- 
cago about 3 a. m. and receive these early 
pouches that they may have the morning 
papers and such accumulation of mall as the 
late incoming night trains may have brought. 
From 7 &. m. until nearly 10 little express 
mail is sent out because there are morning 
trains on all. nes between these hours and 
almost invariably these are mail trains. 

There is a Rock Island train at 8:80 which 
carries mail. for Peoria because the mail 
train which leaves a little later does not 
make the Peoria connection. There is @ 
Chicago and Alton train’ at 9 o'clock on 
which Chicago forwards no mail directly, 
but postal clerks working in the depot, in 
car which is’to go out on a later train, or- 
ward on this train mail for some of the 
larger towns down the state.

First Important Express Goes. 

At 9:40 a. m. the first important express 
train of the day goes. This isa through 
train on the Illinois Central for New Orleans. 
It is an express train as far as Memphis, 
Tenn., and @ mall train south of that point. 
It overtakes a mail train which leaves the 
city more than an hour earlier before it has 
gone far, and, after passing it, drops off mail 
for it. It also carries pouches for Centralia 
and Cairo, in Illinois, and for Memphis and 
madeup mails for the mail train south of 
Memphis, which include many offices in 
Mississippi, Louisiana, and Texas. 

From that hour until the departure of the 
eighteen hour trains to New York mail carry- 
ing trains leave every few minutes iu ail 
directions over the different roads.

Going in All Directions. 
The eighteen hour limited trains between 
Chicago and New York on the Pennsylvania 


and the Lake Shore might be called either 


mail or express trains. The Lake Shore 
train is classified ag an exprese and the 
Pennsylvania as a mail train because this 
is the way they are held in the respective 
divisions of the railway mall sérvice to 
which they are assigned, This anomalous 
condition may be explained in this war: 
Both of these traing carry railway postal 
clerks, but, being extremely fast, they must 
be as light as possible, and a heavy mail car 
would be a serious drag, so there js allotted 
for mail purposes only a small compartment 
in one car. Only letter mail is carried. 

No local exchanges are made Haat bound, 
on the Pennsylvania, clerks work Penne 
vania letters from here to Pittsburg and 
New York City mall east of Pittsburg. 
Clerks on the Lake Shore work New York 
City. Of course much other important mall 
is carried. All New England states and New 


Tork City are forwarded by way of the 


Lake Shore and mall for Pittsburg, Phile- 
Gelphia, Baltimore, and Washington and 


several eastern states on the Pennsylvania, 
but these mails must be made up by the dis- 
patching offices to be delivered intact by 
the mail clerks, the same as would be done 
by raflroag émployés on an express train. 
The same is true west bound. Important 
mail for many states is carried, but the clerks 
arriving in Chicago work only mail for Chi- 
cago city.

Bothered by Chicago Streets. 


The railway postal clerk who has had to 
work mail for Ciiicago city prays for the day 
when the present fantastic style of street 
nomenclature shall be superseded by the 
more practical, if less sentimental, system 
of numbered streets and avenues and sys- 
tematic assignment to each block of the 
numbers corresponding to those of the in- 
teraéoting streets, aa is done, in part, on the 
south side now. 

The Lake Shore not long ago put its eight- 
een hour limited on a nineteen and a halt 
hour winter schedule, The leaving time at 
New York was to be the same; the time of

It was pointed out to the Lake Shore peo- 
pie that this would result in important mall 
connections for the west being broken. Their 
answer was prompt and characteristic.

Many Mails in Evening. 

Nearly every railroad, and especially the 
western roads, starts two, and sometimes 
more, through trains in the evening. The 
train which leaves at 6 o’clock or thereabout 
is apt to be a heavy one, doing a large passen- 
ger and express business and being only mod- 
erately fast. From 8 to 10 o'clock the Um- 
ited trains pull out. These much faster 
trains and usually overtake the earlier heavy 
trains, or at least reach the important ter- 
mini~Kansas City, Omaha, St. Paul—just 
behind them, making the same morning con- 
nections. As beth of these are night trains, 
it tf easy to see that the earlier one offers 
no advantage in local delivery nor in the.mat- 
ter of through connections, so the mail 
service, though sometimes in both trains, {s, 
as a rule, in the later one only, thus getting 
the greater accumulation of mail ‘before 


The 1:15 da mall trains may be divided 
into four groups. The day’s work begins, 
if it may be said to have a beginning, with 
the firat group at 7 a. m. At that hour the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul, the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern, anf the Pennsyl- 
vania each start local traigs. This group 
ends with a Wabash train for Detroit at 
12:04 p. m. There are in this group forty- 
six t manned by 186 clerks: This ts 40 
per cent of all the trains for the day, but 
only about 20 per cent of the clerks. These 
trains do not carry a heavy mail. The Chi- 
cagu office has the day's mall cleaned up 
by the time of the departure of the fast 
mall trains at 3 a. m., and from that hour 
unt well into the forenoon there ia of 


course, comparatively little mall being de- 
posited, so Chicago haa little to give these 
early morning trains. 

In the first fifteen minutes, from 7 to 7:15 
a. m., nine mall trains depart, and in eight 
of them there is but one clerk. One— 
Northwestern train—has two clerks, but 
that is only because at West Chicago the 
run divides, and one clerk goes to Freeport, 
while the other gets Into another car for 
Lake Geneva. These trains not only receive 
little mail from the city, but they leave go 
early that most of the incoming trains fall 
to connect with them, so one man is able to 
take care of both letters and papers and make 
the local exchanges besides. The usefulness 
of these trains lies in the fact that they stop 
at every station and afford local service to 
all offices, as well as giving en early deliy- 
ery to those small places which the night 
trains do not supply. 5 

The great transcontinental cross current 
‘of mall pours into the city between 7 and 
9am. Trains which left the Atlantic sea- 
board twenty-four hours before, trains 
which left the Pacific coast three days ago, 
bring the huge reciprocal tide from Europe.

Grand 
Trunk train at 3:02, which takes all the day'‘s 
accumulation for Ontario, Quebec, and the 
Maritime provinces of Canada. 

With 5 o'clock come and gone, with the 
day’s work ended, or about to end for the 
average downtown worker, the real day’s 
work for the forces of the postal service is 
beginning in good earnest. 

To receive the mase of mail, whose pieces 
are numbered by hundreds of thousands, 
whose weight ig estimated in hundreds of 
tons, railway postal clerks are hurrying to 
the various depots to work long hours in 
train sheds before ft shall be time for their 
cars to be coupled to the engines which 
shall bear them and the countless messages 
they handle out into the night of the waiting

From now to midnight is the dress parade 
of the railroad passenger service. Every road 
runs out ite finest trains, ite most power- 
ful engines.

These thirty-cix trains carry out each 
night 187 postal clerks. One of them has a 
crew of one lonesome clerk; three have only 
two men each; one train for the east carries 
fourteen clerks; oné for the northwest car- 
ries twelve; one for the west carries eleven. 
The remainder are between these extremes. 

At last midnight draws near. The break- 
neck pace is easing up a little. At 11:55 the 
last train of this group pulls out, a Pere 
Marquette train for Grand Rapids, with 
connéctions beyond, with five busy clerks 
in the mail car; and for two hours and twen- 
ty minutes no mall train leaves the city, 
though three heavily loaded trains on the 
Lake Shore, the Pennsylvania, and the St.

Just Lazy, Not Tired. 

Laziness is usually the result of a feeling 
of fatigue which does not exist. Paul Du- 
bois, a well recognized scientist, says; Last- 
ness is by no means proportional to ex- 
haustion which owes ite origin to \p néjt- 
ural pessimism which is exaggerated still 
more by the fatigue itself. 

Examples to prove this psychological fact 
are readily found. Some mornings we waks 
feeling tired and depressed. This is more 
unexplainable when we have had plenty of 
sleop. We refuse to give in to this feeling 
and resolutely set to work to conquer it. 
Sometimes we succeed, at others all effort 
is vain, and we acknowledge an incapacity 
for work. But some pleasure is offered us 
which we accept. It gives us back our confi- 
dence in ourselves and suddenly we recover 
our spirit and the full possession of our 
powers.” 

A more complex example is where soldiers 
are marching. a long distance. Suddenly 
they declare that they are exhausted and 
some lie down and say they can go no far- 
ther.

Afraid Even of Life. 


The unfortunate possessor of this temper- 


ament usually fears life as other men fear 
death. He is perpetually in trepidation as 
to what the next day will bring forth. Per- 
haps this painful infirmity is not uncommon 
among poets and other men of senaibility or 
imagination, and there is one passage in 
Elia'’e essay on the “ Superannuated Man 
which seems to suggest that he, too, knew 
something of this strange malady. 

He says, although it should be mentioned 
that be is thinking chiefly of his later years 
in the South Sea house, ‘‘ Independently of 
the rigors of attendance, I have ever been 
haunted with a sense (perhaps a mere ca- 
price) of incapacity for business. N 
had perpetually a dread of some crisis to 
which I should be found unequal. Besides 
my daylight servitude, I served over again 
in my sleep, and would awake with terrors of 
imaginary false entries, errors in my ac- 
counts, and the like.“ 

One meets superfluous men in all profes- 
sions and in all,classes of society; there are 
superfluous doctors, clergymen, barristers, 
authors, and even military officers, although 
it is less tolerated in the army. One easily 
recognizes them by a certain softness and 
timidity of the eye—generally half feminine 
in expreasion. One cannot help feeling sym- 
pathy with persons so afflicted, and it is 
especially painful when this defect of mas- 
euline force is dssoctated, as it often is, with 
unusual intelligence and quick intuitive per- 
ception by which the victim is aware of the 
lack of correspondence between his intellee- 
tual and willing powers.

Learning the ticeabie to the ordinary fieh-

which is extremely sensitive, and some 
bring all their internal organe into play at 
their own sweet will, untl the air around 
them is a babel of sounds. French science 
has proved that fifty-two species of fish can 
talk. Most of us know the spasmodic sighs 
Which attend the death*of the dwellers of 
the deep. These sighs are thought to have 
language meaning. The homely mackerel, 
it appears, is most loquacious, and has sev- 
eral different intomationsa, strident, clear, 
sonorous, and always noisy, so that he may 
be heard a yard away.

oyster mother lays about 

Extinct? 16,000,000 of eggs for one 
hatching. These eggs are cast forth in the 
spawning season and drift hither and thither 
with the tides until they are impregnated. 
Then the life of the young oyster starts. If 
the spawn ot a single oyster mother were 
all fertilized, grew to maturity, and repro- 
duced themselves without any perishing, 
and this continued until the fifth generation, 
the descendants of that first: r mother 
would be greater im bulk than tight worlds. 
Fortunately for other folks, from the time 
of spawning the oyster is beset with dan- 
gers so great that each one has one chance 
in 10,145,000 ot reaching maturity. So no 
matter how fertile the oyster may be there 
ts little danger of the bivalve ever blockad- 
ing our harbors, but, on the contrary, if there 
were no artificial cultivation of these fa- 
vorite morsels there would not be nearly 
enough to supply the demand for our tables. 


The oyster is a sedentary animal, never leav- 


ing his home after affixing himself to somé 
rock, log, or shell. For the right valve must 
be free to remain open or the mollusk will 
be smothered and die. From the water 
Which flows over him he secures everything 
in the world he desires, food, air, drink, and 
building material for the stony house which 
he erects around himself asahabitation. He 
must secure all of these things, and in the 
proportion necessary, if he would live. The 
first need is an anchorage place, some shell 
or rock upon which he may erect his flat 
dwelling. It is the absence of such a foot- 
hold, or, rather, shellhold, that causes the 
greater number of the young which spawned 
to fall to develop to maturity.

an districts. Within the last few years elec- 
tric motor power has been distributed not 
only to the large ribbon factories of the 
region, but also to every weaver who works 
at home. Hitherto the weavers, who gen- 
erally possess from two to three looms, did 
all the work by hand, but nowadays hand 
made ribbons may be considered a work of 
the past. The output has consequently in- 
creased and the wages are 4 little better 
than some yeers ago. One reason for St. 
Etienne being prominent as a ribbon maker 
ie that its water is chemically pure and ex- 
cellent for dyeing purposes, producing to 
perfection the delicate tints. 
reason is that the.weavers are artists in their 
trade. Handed down from father to son, all 
the secrets of the industry, the delicate 
manipulation of the threads on the looms 
and the various combinations of the design 
to obtain the most artistic effects are and 
will remain the @istinctive features of the 
gt. Etienne ribbon making. The weavers 
are sober. intelligent men, absorbed in their 
trace ard occupying exceptionally neat 
homes with three rooms apiece. one big room 
for three looms, Gre combination kitchen 
Gon'ng reom., end bee theni erd the third 
@ bed changer pig Loire ihe er, oiccat 
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N order to furnish a bucid example, let us 
take it for granted that the arable portion 
of the farm selected is fifty acres in area, | 
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excluding the home yard, truck garden 

patch, and a pasture of 20acres. Let us 
also suppose that this tillable area is divided 
into five fields as near ten acres each as the 
lay of the land permits. 

If these fields are fenced with woven wire 
the land can be utilized to the greatest ad- 
vantage, as then stock of any description can 
be turned in to consume the remnants of the 
crop. . * 

The cost of material for these division 
fences should not exceed 60 cents a rod, in- 
cluding posts every two rods, and, to make 
the inclosures pig proof, a short stake driven 
midway between them. 

If the fields were exactly square, excluding 
the boundary and road fencing, the extra cost 
of the dividing fences should amount to only 
$250, including the necessary gates and the 
expense of erection. This is a semi-perma- 
nent investment, the annual cost of which 
should be charged to live stock. 

For convenience sake these fields should all 
be numbered, or, better still, given a descrip- 
tive name, as is customary in England. Let 
us also suppose that field No. 1 is already in 
timothy when the new occupant takes pos- 
session.

Corn the Best Crop. 

Corn is the dest paying crop to reise in 
the section around Chicago, as when prop- 
erly cultivated on well fertilized soil it yields 
largely and usually commands a good price, 
while itis always easy to buy stock to which 
any surplus can be profitably fed. Oats 
come next as rent payers, and timothy last. 
These should be the staple crops raised. 

Corn, when it does not interfere too much 
with the necessary rotation, should be given 
the preference, so I have done this as much 
as ‘possible in the succession of crops I ven- 
ture to recommend. . 

Little land remains in the vicinity of large 
cities on which crops can be profitably raised 
without fertilizers, so I strongly urge their 
use, for great as the expense may seem it 
is more than repaid by increased yields. Of 
course, barnyard manure is best, but only 
under exceptional conditions can it be ob- 


talned in sufficient quantities and at a suf- 


ficiently low expense to obviate the use of 
commercial fertilizers. 
— — 

Commercial Fertilizers Necessary. 

On a farm such as I am using for an ex- 
ample 200 loads of coarse manure should be 
available if all the produce is consumed on 
tho place and the crops are fertilized during 
the season. This would be sufficient to 
manure only 10 acres. 

The best way to handle barn manure 18 to 
keep it heaped up in the cattle yard as long 
as possible and, when convenient, to hau! it 
out, to dump it In heaps a rod apart each 
way, eight heaps to the load. 

It fever should be spread from the wagon 
unless the land is to be plowed immediately, 
as it loses much of its virtue through evap- 
oration. I shall credit this manure to the 
stock producing it at the rate of Wcentsa 
load, while the expense of hauling and after- 
wards spreading it, estimating seven to 
eight average loads a day, is about the same.

Uncooked Bone $30 a Ton. 

There are many varieties of commertial 
fertiligers, which vary in price according to 
the amount of available plant food they 
furnish. These prices are usually based on 
the value of pure raw ground bone, which 
must enter more or less into their composi- 
tion. Personally I prefer to use pure un- 
cooked bone, of which there are two kinds 
on the market, known as dark and light. 

The former contains considerable animal 
matter outside the bone, so is richer in am- 
monia, usually analyzing 5 per cent of this 
necessary plant stimulant and 40 per cent 
of bone phosphate, against 4 per cent am- 
monia and 50 per cent bone phosphate in the 


: Nght. 


The latter is higher in price, but either can 
be laid down on the farm for $30 a ton, so I 
shell make this my basis when estimating 
the cost of fertilizing, as when any cheaper 


material ts purchased, enough more should 


be used to equalize matters with regard to 
cost. 1 f 

A useful fertiliser when the soll is des- 
elent in humus is made of garbage from 
which the grease has been extracted for 
soapmaking. The débris then is’ dried, 
ground, and mixed with bone dust, its value 
largely depending on the amount of the last 
named ingredient added to it. 

This fertilizer costa around $20 per ton, 
but is better adapted for gardens and green- 
houses than staple crops.

Hardwood Ashes Good Fertilizer. 

A fertilizer is now on the market purporting 
to be hardwood ashes. This is made from 
the odde and ends burned in the furnaces 
of large implement works, where much 
hardwood lumber is used. It is apparently 
cheap, for I regard the hardwood ashes I 
save myself as worth four times as much as 
it is quoted at. In consequence [ shall give 
it a thorough trial this year, but until I 
have done so must hesitate to recommend it. 

Dried sheep manure also is on the market. 
This, like the dried garbage, consists mainly 
of humus, so the same comments will apply 
to it. There also are several kinds of ground 
rock phosphates that fulfill a useful function 
when mixed with other ingredients, but only 
under skillful treatment can the full amount 
of their plant food be made available, so I 
do not advise their purchase by a novice. -

Guano and Nitrate Too Risky. 

The expensive manures, such as nitrate of 
soda and guano, are fully worth their price 
in experienced hands, but in any others 
much of their valueis lost. Many other com- 
mercial fertilizers are valuable under cer- 
tain conditions, byt I am sure animal fertil- 
igers are the best for a comparative amateur 
to experiment with, unless he has a railroad 
switch close to his land. In that case he can

hie estimate is based on pure raw nd 
done at a cost of a cent and a ha a pound. 

Premising, for the sake of an example, that 
field 1 is in timothy when the new occupant 
takes possession, and that the outgoing ten- 
ant has left the ordinary amount of coarse 
manure on the farm, this should be applied 
to fleld 2, which should afterwards be plant- 
ed to corn, the crop being charged 8 cents 
per acre for the manure it will consume. 
Field 1 should be dfessed with 400 pounds of 
bone and the crop charged a feed bill of $3.60 
per acre in consequence. 

Field 8 should be sown to oats in conjunc- 
tion with clover and timothy, and then treat- 
ed to 400 pounds of feftilizer per acre, at a 
cost of $3.60 for the growing crop. Field ¢ 
should be planted with corn, this crop being 
given 500 pounds of fertilizer per acre, tts 
share of the cost of which would be $4.50, 
while oats fertilized to the extent of 400 
pounds acre may well occupy the fifth 
field in order to provide a satisfactory suc- 
cession of crops for the future. 

I shall not attempt to estimate the return 
for the initial year, instead I only touch on 
it at all in order to gain a starting point 
for future calculations.

Let Corn Follow Corn. | 

The oat stubble on field 4 should this year 
receive the barn manure and be planted with 
corn, food charges $10.55, including that un- 
expended, while corn should follow corn on 
field 5, the food bill in the corn being 88. 0b. 
The fourth year oats should follow the corn 
on field 1, at a cost for food, if given 300 
pounds of bone, of $6.70. A first crop of tim- 
othy, fed at a cost of $5.20, will now stand 
on field 2. The nod on field 8 must this year 
receive the barnyard manure, afterward 
being turned under and planted with corn. 

In this case the resultant corn crop should 
de a great one, as it will have the benefit 
of $2.40 worth of unexpended artificial food 
besides its usual pabulum of barnyard ma- 
nure. When, however, the food bill of the 
crop rises above the average it will be amply 
repaid. 

Corn also receives the benefit of the second 
year manure on field 4, while oats and seeds 
take their turn on field 5, a dressing of $3.00 
fertilizers in conjunction with the ubhex- 
pended barnyard manure making the feed 
account $6.70.

Fifth Year Completes Succession. 

The fifth year field 1 will get the benefit 
of the barnyard manure and be planted to 
corn, there will be a second crop of timothy 
on 2, corn again on 8, oats and seeds on 4, 
and first crop of timothy on 8. 

During these five years each field will have 
received its share of barnyard manure, while 
a succession has been established that in- 
sures twenty acres of corn every Year, in- 
creasing occasionally to 30. I am aware that 
in England manure is generally spread on 
seeds and turned under in the fall as a 
preparation for wheat, but here I think it 
best not to use it on sod unless the law of 
succession obliges, as the inverted sod pro- 
vides plenty of humus, which is the prin- 
cipal ingredient of barnyard manure, while 
an oat stubble is deficient in it; and a certain 
amount of vegetable fiber in the soil is neces- 
sary to ensure the proper success of commer- 
cial fertilizers.

$5,000,000 Worth of Stockings 
Are Worn by Chicago Women. 


HEN the frisky sephyrs from olf Lake 
Michigan lift the skirts of Mrs. Obicago 
and her numerous daughters to the level 
of their shoe tops, and sometimes a little 
bit higher (maughty sephyrs), they reveal 
an assortment of ankles that require an 
annual appropriation of $6,000,000 for 
hosiery. In other words, the women of this 
eity put that much each year into their stockings 
Chicago girls, knowing as they do that in all the 
World there are no ankles like theirs, or sephyre like 
Michigan's, are particular about their hosiery. 
Investigation along State street reveals that the 
average Chicago woman, while willing to purchase oc- 
éasionally a shop worn petticoat or a hat that has been 
marked down once or twice or three times, is never 
eatisfied with anything but first class hosiery. Ne 
woman, the salésgiris say, wants to run the risk of 
eppearing on the street with her heels out and for 
that reagon they demand the best in stockings.

Women Pay Fancy Prices for Stockings. 
The average price paid for stockings is approx!i- 
mately 60 cents, and this includes those worn by the 
great army of working girls who have but little money 
to spend for clothing. From that figure the prices run 
up to $500 and even $1,000 a pair, A prominent State 
street jeweler once sold a pair of stockings for $1,000, 
What, stockings at a jeweler’s? Edna May, the actress, 
acootding to a local manager who knows her well, « 
few years ago ordered a pair of stockings of the finest 
silk, embroidered with small diamonds, from a local 
jeweler, and when they were finished the pretty and 
prosperous actress had to dig into her old ones for no 
leas than ten of the $100 bills that were nestling there. 

Liste thread stockings, which are worn almost er- 
clusively by Chicago women all the year round can 
be had for various ‘amounts from 60 cents up te $5.

Their texture 
is go delicate that one or two trips to the laundry te 
ebedt All they can stand without showing the effects 
of such journeys. When one of the threads is torn it 
jen't long until a hole appears and this means another 
piigrimage to the hosiery counter. Open work stock- 
ings, necessarily of delicate Weave, are susceptible to 
the constant rubbing of the oxford shoe heels. 

The stocking market Is sometimes affected by seetn- 
ingly unimportant incidents. Once last summer the 
newspapers printed an account of a remarkably pretty 
girl who was walking across State street at Madison 
when her slipper caught in a street car track aud was 
jerked off. To her horror the hundreds of pédestrians 
and. bystanders, Who always are ready to take ad- 
vantage of an accident such as hers by laughing, had 
their mirth increased by the sight. of an exceedingly 
pretty foot that was clad in & stocking which, below 
the ankle line, had seen better days.

All these markings must be carefully made 
on the material, and after the seam is finished 
the stay is attached.

While these empire and princess styles in 
sO Many instances are made of the most 
expensive and bewilderingly beautiful mate- 
'riale, and hand embroidery and real lace pre- 
dominate as trimmings, making it seem an 
impossibility to any but the wealthy, aclever 
woman will at once look about for some 
model which may be copied in one of the less 
expensive materials, or perhaps she will find 
that the skirt of one mode} will go beautifully 
with the upper part of another, and she will 
choose as trimming something effective but 
not costly. The result will be a stylish, 
effective gown for a quarter or third of the 
cost of those used as models.

One of the most attractive examples of an 
empire gown is shown with this article. It 
has not the extreme feature of the plaits 
across the front, neither has it a middle front 
seam. The skirt is made of a figured voile in 
an exquisite shade of tan, and the fullness 
around the waist is disposed of in tiny plaits, 
beginning each side of the front. The lower 
third of the skirt has a shaped band of plain 
tan. Into this, near the bottom, is set a 
strip of insertion, and below this the tan voile 
is finished in square tabs. Around the bot- 
tom of the skirt is a bias two uch band of 
green velvet, and the square tabs of the voile 
rest on this. 

The skirt would be nearly as effective if 
the insertion band were left out. The upper 
part of the gown is a bolero in effect, the 
lower edges of this part being put into a band 
of the green velvet. Two bands, starting 
from the shoulder on each side, cross and 
disappear under the edges of the bolero. 

Another empire style shown here, which 
is much more simple and yet really is lovely 
and could be made up most inexpensively, is 
the one with the folds around the bottom of 
the skirt. This would be attractive made in 
challis, silk, voile, or even a thin material. 
The foundation, to lessen the expense, could 
be wade of percaline or one of the cotton 
taffetas, and only have the skirt ruffie of silk. 
The position above the waist line of this 
foundation skirt will have to be cut a little 
higher, for in the middie of the back it goes 
up about six inches above the waist. The 
outside skirt 1s circular and is cut with full- 
ness in the back, which is laid in several 
smal) plaits going towards the middie of the 
back. The bias folds are made and put on. 

The upper part of the gown should have the 
lining cut, fitted, and attached to the edge 
of the foundation/ skirt. Then the outside 
easily can be put on. It would be pretty to 
make the tucked p&rt of plain or filet mesh 
net and the little round upper yoke of lace, if 
one had some in the house which could be 
utilized. The mousquetaire sleeves are of 
the net and the shaped piece of the dress ma- 
terial which goes around the waist makes 
the most effective finish. 

The lines in the gown, which is trimmed 
in a Greek key design, would be particularly 
becoming to a stout woman, and a dress 
would be most effective made in a plain shade 
of gray in a delicate tone, and then apply 
bands of gray silk, with the key design done 
in black or white, or even the right shade of 
yellow, in the narrowest soutache braid. The 
stamping of the design could be done and the 
braiding ie pleasant and not slow work.

The real princesa dress would be a difficult 
piece of work for ahy but a mast experienced 
worker, and these empire gowns are not at 
all easy; but if a woman has been accus- 
tomed to making her own clothes success- 
fully she should be able to copy one of these 
styles without much difficulty. A good 
measure of the success depends on the care 
taken with the lining, having the Ot perfeot 
and the lines everywhere good. 

It is not an evidence of a good fitting gar- 
ment when it is so tight that one can scarce- 
ly get it together and i has a strained ap- 
pearance, but rather when it fits smoothly 
but easily and the lines are perfect.

The princess actually fashions the décol- 
letage, the hard edge of which is softened 
by folds of old lace that gradually resolve 
into draped shoulder straps and the prettiest 
hanging double cape sleeve imaginable, the 
edges stitched round with silver and the cor- 
ners weighted with silver tassels, a garniture 
of the velvet stretching across the figure. 

Shown on this page is a representation of 
the latest aspect of the waist for wearing 
with the new princess skirt. This fascinat- 
ing affair is built of filet lace insertion, 
united by rrow folds of silk repeating the 
colors of the skirt. The inner vest is of 
Chinese gold emBroidery, cut décolleté below 
a tucked chemisette and high collar of dot- 
ted tulle. The buttons also are gold and 
oriental in character. a 

The bretelle, as mentioned in these col- 
umns some weeks ago, is demonstrating its 
ornamental and serviceable qualities. It 
looks as if the waist of the immediate fu- 
ture would revolve largely inte bretelle 
effects, the latest edition of thie accessery 
comprising a berry waist band and deep 
shoulder strap or bretelle, frequently united 
across the front by a broad band of embroi- 
dery. This last is a great feature just now 
and plays 4 conspicuous role in practically 
every form of corsage. 

For the supplementary under portion the 
merest incidental slip of net or net and lace 
suffices. The trend is towards shoulder 
breadth, supplied through the medium of 
these bretelles and fichu draperies, together 
with long, shaped, square adjustments of 
trimming that simulate a deep décolletage, 
filed with a series of vests and chemisettes. 
Often the square is duplicated, one base 
overlapping the other, the whole dropping 


elaborately tucked transparency. 

The latest Paquin skirt, with its little folds. 
or gathers, at each side of the front breadth, 
causing the latter to form wrinkles some 
inches below the waist line, is a good thing 
for many figures and prevents the drawing 
of the skirt across the abdomen, whether 
standing or sitting. It hag little value asa 
walking skigt, which should not be too tight 
or clinging. 

One model in the close skirt has a bias seam 
in the center back gore, and three small but 
deep folds extend from the top of this bias 
seam toward the hip, the whole being fanlike, 
while a wide box plait is laid over the center 
seam and covers the seam and the beginning 
of the slanting folds. These skirts are for 
more elaborate gowns rather than the simple 
street dress, 

Hardly any material excels the serges for 
spring costumes for morning wear. If prop- 
erly made they last indefinitely. They do 
not wrinkle, they are easily brushed and 
beaten free of dust and are not easily spotted 
or injured. 

If they are torn. they are not difficult to 
mend, and a tear is not vigible if a piece of 
the same material is placed underneath and 
between this and the dress some dark mend- 
ing tissue is placed and the whole pressed 
with an iron not too hot. Ot courge, the 
edges must be carefully fitted together in 
front, then comes the tissue, and then the 
cloth. Care must be used to see that its twill 
or Weave runs the same way as the part to 
be mended. Over this combination a piece 
of paper should be laid, and then the warm 
iron should be pressed on just long enough 
to cause the gummy tigsue to run into the 
two sections of cloth and fasten them firmly 
together. ’ 

After the cloth becomes cold it should be 
placed under a heavy weight fora time. A 
cold iron will do for this. Similar direc-

and the other is that he may succeed him in his work. 

The truth is that a boy and his father never can be 

companions like a girl and her mother. 

“The girl is company for the father as well as the 
mother. She has the home making faculty—she not 
only helps the mother but she makes things pleasant 


for the father.

Girls Generally Turn Out Well. 


“Girls are more apt to turn out well than boys 
In mixed families we all have observed it again and 
again. But even in families where the boys are all 
that is lovely in case father or mother is widowed 
either of them is better off with a family. of girls 
than with boys.

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Mr. Larson leaves his theatrical neighbors to 
themselves. Not once in the nearly two score years 
which the theater has been in existence has Mr. or 
Mrs. Larson witnessed a performance there. Not 
once have they stepped inside the auditorium. 

“I was on the stage once,” Mrs. Larson said. 
“That was when I went to see the manager and 
complain of certain annoying acts by some of the 
attendants at the theater. But inside of the play- 
house I never have been and I never shall be.” 4 

Mr. Larson, who understands English a little, but 
cannot speak it unless absolutely forced to do so, 
assented to everything his wife said. 

“ We have been living here for twenty years,’ the 
woman went of. “Mr. Larson was a widower then. 
I’ happened to come to Chicago from Texas, where I 
had been staying with an aunt of mine. I was then 
50 and he 67. After a short acquaintance we were 
married. 

“Language makes little difference. We don't ming 
iat all 1 talk to him in English—I came to 
America when I was 15, 80 I learned the English just 
grand—and he answers me in Swedish. At first it 
was kind of hard for me to understand him, but now

A glance at the furniture and the house generally 

brought with it suggestions of the past. The clock 
hanging on the wall, the bible and prayer books lying 
on a small table and bearing the date of 1843, with 
the name of a town in Sweden, where they were pub- 
lished, breathed a strange eighteenth century odor. 
The pictures have the look and expression of serene 
contentment, unmolested by thought or knowledge of 
steamships, railreads, electric cars, or skyscrapers, 
and bring up memories of foreign lands. 
Perhaps the only American article, with the ex- 
ception of the newspaper, in the house is a piano. 
The woman explained that the piano has not been 
touched for years now. It was bought by Mr. Larson 
many years ago and was intended as a present for a 
granddaughter of his. But the little girl died. 

“ Everything would be well with us.“ Mrs. Larson 
said, were it not for Mr. Larson's eyesight. It is 
getting harder and harder for him to thread a needle. 
This puts us back in our work a great deal. The 
most that we can do in a day is finishing four pairs 
of pants. We have to work evenings if we wish to 
earn énough to get along, and this is so hard when 
the eyes are failing I used to be good at threadihg 
the needle, but now old age begins to tell on me, too.

“IT have not my mother here, she is in the old 
country,” the girl said, “but I Know enough not to be 
hard on the girls who ‘apparently discard their aged 
mothers. It cannot be otherwise. The mother has 
been confined to her kitchen entifely during the ten 
or twelve years of her life in Ameriga, while her 
daughter all the time has become more and more’ of 
an American girl, independent and self-reliant. They 
never can agree. What“ is taste to the daughter is 
impropriety to the mother. Every waist, every article 
of dress that the daughter makes or buys displeases 
the mother for one reason or another. With many 
mothers this everlasting faultfinding has become a

It wasn’t easy to determine whether the new drama of he Undesirable Citi- 
nens supported or attacked Roosevelt’s policies. Its-author, Lee Arthur, thinks nne 
is a “ reformerial scientist,” to quote his own definition, and ‘he is erratic enough to be 
anything peculiar within his ability, but if the president had an agent at a perform. 
ance of Arthur’s play at a stock theater in Brooklyn the emissary’s report can't 
have satisfied his excellency’s anxiety, : 

The drama does, indeed, assert at the outset that Wall street operators are. 
wickeder gamblers than those who use roulette wheels and faro layouts; that square 
dealing is scarcer in brokers’ officeé than in gambling dens, and I don’t suppose 
there's any doubt its author means to class all Wall street's “doctors of chances” 
as “undesirable citizens.” 

The illustrative case is that of a high browed and big hearted manufacturer 
whose business. got caught in the money panic of last autumn and who, to raise 
cash with which to pay his workmen, sells his name to be used as a guaranty that 
a crooked gambling house is straight. His sweetheart’s brother is caught in the 
trap thus baited and loses her fortune. Thus it is reasonable for the injured heroine — 
to hate the misunderstood hero for awhile. 1 eas 

The undesirable citizens use her during that time in a political campaign to de- 
feat the manufacturer’s canvass for congress. The particulars don’t make an en- 
grossing play; journalism, politics, and finance are recklessly maligned, too many 5 
men of those callings are represented as “ undesirable citizens,” yet it doesn’t miss 
How can it when it contains blithesome things, such as the 
stock bettors in a broker’s office stopping in the stress of business to sing and dance™ — 
with the pretty typewriters? a i

It was as a matinée audience that I saw The Undesirable Citizens,” compose! 
of women and girls in a ratio of about sixteen to one man or boy, and it might harre 
been a Greek tragedy in the original dead language for all that the sixteen-seven- 
teenths comprehended of its thesis of financial immorality. 

The gambling house had a sideboard of gratis food and drink, and probably that 
tended to lift it above the depth of the Wall street broker's office, for there the side 
attraction consisted of girls for the visitors to sing and dance with. Thrifty wives 
might like to have their husbands feed without cost, but in this bucketshop of the 
play the force of typewriting girls are sirenic singers and dancers who afford diversion 
in the midst of a busy day’s stock doings. 7 

Tlan't likely, though, that Author Arthur was responsible for that. Probably 
the manager decided that the play was too heavy, with its expositions of financial 1 
gloom, and so he phoned over to a theatrical agency for a half dozen half trained == 
chorus girls at half wages to lighten it up. And they were at least half successful a 
in cheering up the sorry watchers of the blackboard. But a Brooklyn wife who saw 
“The Undesirable Citizens” may have something caustic to say when her husband 
comes home to tell that he won a pretty figure that afternoon in a Wall street stock 
shop. :

Play to Defend

CHICAGO’S SPRING BEAUTIES. 

In a meteorological sense there is one 
@eason of the year when Chicago hangs 
its head, when it has nothing to gay tor 
itself, and seems entirely lacking in that 
quality for which it has become famous— 
eelf-praise. The months of March and 
April are the months when the stanch- 
est of stay-at-homes are tempted to flee, 
when the most robust of constitutions 
wrap their mantles more closely about 
them, and when the most eager of the 
city, beautiflers are at their wits’ ends for 
inspiring material. 3 

Yet it has come to be acknowledged 
that the weither, like other many sided

element of unexpectedness. And it must 
be admitted that Chiesgo's spring weather 
answers the needs of such natures. For 
mere variety and contrast, for snow when 
sunshine is expected, and steady sunshine 
when nothing but frostiness was looked 
for style of weather Chicago is not to be 
outrivaled. Yet it has more than this, 
Its severest mood bears with it the prom- 
ise of the coming season, of the months 
when Chicago has everything to say for 
itself, and when it dares to blow its 
meteorological horn. 


THE STATE BOARD'S COMMISSION. 

Last fall the state board of public char- 
ities came to the conclusion that a modern 
system of concentrated business manage- 
ment for the state charitable institutions 
was needed. The president of the board 
was authorized to appoint a commission 
to formulate a plan. The hope was en- 
tertained that IIlinois men who have 
achieved business success might be in- 
duced to assist in devising a system of 
institutional management that would em- 
brace the economies which great e ra- 
tions practice without prejudice to the 
interests of the inmates of the institu- 
tions, the wards of the state. 

The arrangement made by the state 
board when it authorized the appointment 
of the commission was that it should sub- 
mit its report in October of this year. 
That would give abundant time for con- 
sidering the report before submitting it 
to the general assembly. When the state 
board made out this program it did not 
know that the legislature would be in 
session this spring. If it had known that 
it might have made provision for an 
earlier submission of the report. 

Tue Trisune does not know what 
progress the commission has made in its 
work. It may have got so far along that 
by pushing things in April its conclusions 
may be in readiness for the legislature by 
May. If so that body should have them 
then. A reform in the manner of mak- 


tions, which is admitted on all sides to be 
much needed, should not be postponed for 
a year or more if it can possibly be 
helped. 

It ought not to take capable men of 
affairs like those whose services the state 
board wished to secure a long time to 
sketch out a plan which would be a vast 
improvement on the one in force now. 
This general assembly could adopt their 
plan and the next one could make any 
changes which experience indicated were 
advisable. The public would like to hear 
from the commission and learn how it is 
getting on with its work. 


ORATORY AND IDEAS. 

President Woodrow Wilson of Prince- 
ton university has a depressing opinion of 
American oratory, and the frank state- 
ment which he has made of it is calcu- 
lated to cause keen sorrow to some of our 
most esteemed publicists and statesmen 
who have been happy in the conviction 
that an enraptured couftry hung upon 
their words as the words of perfect ora- 
tory. 

Mr. Wilson admits that some of them 
are good “talkers.” He says: “If one 
or two of them should happen to have an 
idea they would become irresistible.” 
Help! Assistance for William Jennings 
Bryan! An ambulance for Bourke Cock- 
ran! Surgical aid for Champ Clark and 
Jeff Davis! A whole fire department for 
James Hamilton Lewis! | 

That was a cruel blow. The thing that 
hurts is the insinuation that they could 
acquire an idea only by accident. “If 
they should happen.” Mr. Wilson plainly 
means to say that if “one or two of 
them” rushing in one direction by the 
merest chance should collide with an 
idea rushing in the other and should re- 
tain sufficient mental control after the im- 
pact to recognize the idea as such, to ap- 
preciate its worth and to capture it, 
“they would become irresistible.” 
Evidently Mr. Wilson does not believe 
that by any chance our orators could over- 
take an idea. Apparently he does not 
think that they and the ideas are going in 
the same direction. There must be much 
injustice in this. The scholastic view 
point is a detached one. Frequently it has 
the advantage and the disadvantage of 
being in the world but not of it. 

In the first place, it would occur to the 
worldly mind to inquire what oratory has 
to do with ideas anyway. What has an 
appeal to the emotions to do with the in- 
tellect? An audience of intellectual giants 
would sit unmoved by the purest oratory, 
but they might shed tears of delight over 
the reading of a statistical table. Oratory 
is the application of a full, powerful, 
melodious voice to a series of easily ap- 
preciable platitudes with the accompani- 
ment of graceful calisthenics. It was Ed- 
ward Everett who moved the Gettysbutg 
audience and not Abraham Lincoln. Lin- 
coln’s speech never will be forgotten. Ev- 
erett’s has been long forgotten. Everett 
had that one audience in his grip at the 
time. Lincoln has had a whole country in 
his grip ever since. 

If t be laid down as a rule that our 
oratory must deal with ideas, then the 
only salvation of our public men is col- 
laboration. Let them go at their task as

A SHOPPING TIME LIMIT. 

The task of transporting the workers 

of a community from their homes to 
places of business and back again is one 
which taxes the carrying companies to the 
limit. There are thousands of people who 
must get to their work at a given hour in 
the morning. The majority of them finish 
the day’s labor at about the same time 
in the afternoon. The street car and 
suburban train managers long ago gave 
up.any hope of providing each passenger 
a seat. The straphanger has hitherto 
been accépted as a necessary feature of 
urban transportation. 
__With this condition existent the after- 
noon crush is always increased by the 
homeward bound shoppers. Many of 
them carry bundles with them. Often- 
times they take the available seats, leav- 
ing the straps and the ends of the seats 
for the support of the standing people. 
Those. who stand too often are pérsons 
who have worked all day and are tired out. 
Custom demands that a man give up his 
seat to a woman, even when he is fairly 
entitled to a restful ride after his day's 
work, 

The proposition has come from several 
sources that women shoppers might help 
greatly to relieve the congestion and the 
discomfort of the afternoon crowds by 
finishing their business in the stores at an

AROUND THE WORLD. 

The rumors which have been current 
regarding the movements of the American 
fleet after leaving California are be te 
confirmed. The voyage is to be exte 
around the world. When the festivities 
arranged at San Franscisco are ended 
part of the vessels will go to Puget sound 
in order to give the states of Oregon and 
Washington a share in the satisfaction 
which the Pacific coast feels in the pres- 
ence of the battleships. 

On the 6th of July the vessels will turn 
their prows toward the orient. They will 
conclude the greatest cruise in the annals 
of naval achievement. They will carry 
the greeting of continental United States 
to the insular possessions of an expanded 
country. Hawaii, Samoa, and the Philip- 
pines will see the strength of the naval 
force of the nation. The itinerary will 
be so arranged as to bring the fieet to 
Manila for the annual fall target prac- 
tice. It requires little stretch of the 
imagination to appreciate the effect upon 
these new parts of an imperial domain 
created by the visit of the American fleet. 

The mere announcement of the inten- 
tion of the government will excite inter- 
est the world over. There is reason to 
believe that the courtesies of the oriental 
lands will be extended with the same en- 
thuslasm that South America displayed. 
Already Australia has sent its invitation 
of welcome, a friendly note reinforced by 
the warm expressions of the British am- 
bassador. Melbourne and Sydney will vie 
with one another im their hospitality. A 
visit to this wonderful country of the 
south seas can not fall to increase the 
kindly feeling which now exists between 
it and the United States. 

An official utterance from Tokio calls 
the. contemplated voyage a guaranty of 
the peace of the world and declares that 
it should finally silence all war talk. The 
opportunity for Japan is a great one. If 
it should follow the lead of Australia 
and invite the fleet to make it a visit the 
welcome once given to Perry might be 
east forever in the shadow by the later 
greeting to the powerful vessels of the 
nation whose early efforts opened Japan 
to the world. 

The comment of German naval critics 
upon the remarkable voyage from Norfolk 
to Magdalena bay shows the widespread 
interest.in the fleet. That the trip should 
be completed ahead of schedule time with- 
out the disabling of a vessel is counted 
evidence of the splendid character of the 
ships and the administrative ability of 
their officers and men. The whole world 
will recognize American naval power if. 
the. longer voyage is made in the same 
creditable manner. 

The statement of- the commanding of- 
ficer of the fleet that all the vessels are 
in first class condition and ready for any 
emergency is borne out by the proposed 
itinerary. There is little time provided 
for docking or repairs. The program is 
a full one. Except for the necessary 
stops to coal, the plans seem to contem- 
plate a world encircling trip with a min- 
imum of delays. 

Some time next winter the fleet wil! 
again be in the Atlantic waters of the 
United States and what a welcome it will 
receive! 


DOMESTIC TRAINING SCHOOLS. 

The Young Men's Christian association 
of New York has organized a club the 
members of which are training to become 
model husbands. The curriculum of edu- 
cation has been so laid out as to prepare 
the members to meet the conditions which 
are most likely to perplex the average 
householder, such as personal finances, the 
expenditure of incomes, the allotment of 
the amount necessary for the wife, the 
proper amounts to be spent upon educa- 
tion and recreation, and the best methods 
of arranging the domestic economies. 
The idea seems to be an excellent one, } 
though it is possible that some women 
may not think a husband is properly 
trained until he is able to perform a cer- 
tain part of the household work, sew on 
his own ‘buttons, be independent of a 
night key, and make home happy by al- 
lowing the wife to have her own way, 
while others would prefer first to catch 
the husband and then do the training 
themselves rather than risk taking a self- 
trained one. 

The director of physical education at 
Columbia college has taken a step in this 
direction also by proposing to train young 
women for direction of kouseholds, par- 
ticularly those who are graduates of col- 
leges for women. Instead of devoting the 
closing years of study to the natura! 
sciences and philosophies he proposes that 
they shall be devoted to the science of 
domestic management and the philosophy 
of homemaking, which, he says, is the 
highest vocation in their lives. And to 
this end he is ready to apply psycholog- 
ical tests to young women who wish to 
become eligible. This also seems to be a 
useful idea, provided the young women 
desire to devote themselves to the man- g 
agement of a home and are willing to 
work for its comfort. 

There is still another training schoo! 
needed, one for parents, for, judged by 
the conduct of the generation of children 
now growing up, the education of parents 
has been sadly neglected. If such a 
school could be established in connection 
with training schools for young women 
and men expecting to become parents, ex- 
eellent results might be obtained. There 
might be fewer divorces, a better class of 
children, and happier and better managed 
homes. As the Supreme court of the 
United States has decided that men and 
women are unlike, and that public policy 
justifies different regulations for the two, 
it is high time that these regulations 
should be fixed in training schools so far

At the time when his celebrated grand - 
father was created first Duke of Wellington, 
in recognition of his services in bringing 
about the downfall of Napoleon, the English 
and Spanish governments each conferred 
upon him hereditary pensions of $20,000 a | 
year.. These pensions, however, were not 
perpetual, but limited to three lives, that 
is to say, to his own and to bis two imme- 
diate succeséors. ! 

The late Duke of Wellington was the third 
and the present one is the fourth, and re- 
celves no annuity, though he still dertves a 
considerable income from the landed estates 
which by bestowed upon his grandfather 
ra ay nish crown, along with the an- 
nuity. 

Bo clever as a strategist, the great Duke 
of Wellington was unfortunate, to say the 
least, in his investments and in the adminis- 
tration of his fortune. In addition to the 
grants which he received from the govern- 
ments of Spain and of Portugal, and his 
prize money, in which the battle of Water- 
loo alone represented $300,000, he received 
close upon $5,000,000 from the English na- 
tion, one single vote of parliament being 
for $2,500,000; while after the battle of Wat- 
erloo parliament gave an additional $1,000,- 
000 to be devoted to the purchase of an 
estate. 

All that there now is to show for this is 
Apsiey house, in Piccadilly, at Hyde Park 
corner, which he purchased as a London 
residence from the crown for the nominal 
sum of $50,000, and Strathfieldsaye, on the 
borders of Hampshire and Berkshire, which, 
asidé from its historical associations, pos- 
sesses few attractions and is altogether un- 
productive.

Wellington’s family at one 
t immense estates in Ireland. 
But these were sold early in the nineteenth 
century by the first duke’s brether, the mar- 
quis of Wellesley, that is to say, a granduncle 
of the present duke. ‘ 

This marquis of Wellesley was one of the 
first English peers to marry an American 
girl, Marrianne, daughter of Richard Carton, 
of Philadelphia and widow of Robert Patter- 
son, whose sister, Elizabeth, was the first 
wife of King Jerome Bonaparte of Westpha- 
Ha and the grandmother of the present 
attorney general of the United States. 

But the marquis of Wellesley, who filled 
the office not only of governor general of | 
India but likewise of viceroy of. Ireland, | 
sold all his Irish property, ostensibly to pay 
his debts, but In reality because, like his 
brother the duke, he disliked Ireland. 

The duke of Wellington and the members 
of his house, including the Earl Cowley. 
who enjoys the same patronymic, being de- 
scended from the first duke’s younger brother 
Henry, are Wellesleys only through the fe- 
male line. On the male side of the house 
they are descended from Walter Cowley, 
who was sent to Ireland by King Henry VII. 
to watch over the conduct of Lord Kildare, 
then governor, general of the Emerald isle.

The name of Cowley a hundred years later 
was transformed into “Colley.” Elizabeth 
Colley married Garrett Wesley, and his es- 
tates in Ireland; which were considerable, 
eventually passed by will to his wife’s 
nephew, Richard Colley, who thereupon as- 
sumed the name and the armorial bearings 
of the house of Wesley, to which the cele- 
brated divine, John Wesley, the father of 
Methodism, belonged. 

It was the first duke of Wellington who 
transformed his patronymic from Wesley“ 
to Wellesley. In all the records of the 
Irish house of commons during the last 
decade of the eighteenth century, and in all 
the earlier army commissions of the iron 
duke, he appears under the name of Arthur 
Wesley.” It was only after he had attained 
the rank of colonel that he changed it to 
Wellesley. 

Few people nowadays are aware of the 
romance of the marriage of the grandfather 
and grandmother of the present duke of 
Wellington, which I cannot recall as figur- 
ing in any contemporary memoirs. When 
the duke was still merely Capt. Wesley, he 
fell deeply in love with Lady Catherine Pa- 
kenham, daughter of the earl of Longford, 
and the most admired beauty of the then so 
brilliant viceregal court of Dublin. 

She returned his affection. But as Lord 
Longford was poor he absolutely declined 
to countenance the suit of a young officer 
who, though well born, was without any 
money or prospects, being merely a younger 
son. 

Lady Catherine obeyed her father in so far 
that she abstained from marrying Arthur 
Wesley, but she promised the latter that 
she never would marry another man, that 
she would consent to no marriage with any 
suitor brought to her, and that until death 
she should remain faithful to the passion 
which he had created in her heart. 

So they parted—a hopeless and despairing 
parting. For Wesley was to go to India 
with his régiment, and they were forbidden 
to write to one another. Wesley went out 
to carve his fortune; Lady Catherine re- 
mained to wait. In course of time Lady 
Catherine commenced to hear of her absent 
lover's successes in the far east; he was 
climbing the ladder of military fame. Rap- 
idly he made his way upwards, to the rank 
of major, of colonel, of major general, of 
general; until he became Sir Arthur Welles- 
ley. No longer on his return would there be 
any obstacle raised to their marriage. 

— 


Then this exquisite creature suddenly was 
stricken down by smallpox, which in those 
days meant the ravage of beauty and the 
destruction of loveliness, and when she re- 
covered from her sickness her appearance 
was such as to excite pity; nay, almost 
horror. And then Genera! Sir Arthur Welles- 
ley came back. The meeting between the 
lovers was a cruel one. The soldier could 
not but shudder at the mocking reality of 
the lovely vision that he had held before his 
eyes in all those hard and difficult nine 
years in India, and she on her side entreated 
him with tears to forget her; to go away 
into the great world of London, and to wed 
some one else, whose face he might contem- 
plate with pleasure and admiratton. 

But Wellesley was a chivalrous man; the 
chivalry of his nature overcame his repug- 
nance. He insisted upon marrying her. The 
ceremony was performed. When she was 
presented at court, Queen Charlotte showed 
herself particularly affectionate and ex- 
pressed her satisfaction at receiving so 
bright an example of constancy, adding: af 
anybody in the word deserves to be happy, 
you do.” 

— 

Perhaps it would have been better if they 
never had married. Gradually Wellesley 
and his wife drifted apart. Perhaps the 
fact that his wife shrank from him because 
she dreadéd with a terrible self-conscious- 
ness to see her husband shudder at her 
spoiled beauty contributed thereto. 

Not until she lay on her deathbed yéars 
and years afterward did the reconciliation 
eome. And then he was constant in his at- 
tendance at her bedside; unwearying in his 
devotion to her wants. Silently he sat there 
holding the Wasting hand, and regarding the 
fading features of his wife. 

And when she finally breathed her last 
this man, reputed absolutely insensible to 
every emotion, gave way to violent grief in 
which there was probably, too, an element of 
remorse. And nothwithstanding the honors 
with which he had been overwhelmed and 
the fame which he had acquired, and the cer- 
tainty of an eternal place in history, he ex-

Sefior Zeballos, the minister of foreign ar- 
fairs at Buenos Ayres, who owes his office 

largely to. his affiliations with the extremely 
aggressive young Argentine party, noticing 
that the Falkland islands figure as English 
possesslons in the documents relating to the 
new international postal convention at Rome, 
has replied officially to the effect that the 
Argentine republic considers the Falkland 
archipelago as belonging to itself and cannot 
accept the convention without protesting 
against the inclusion of the Falklands among 
tun British colon les. 

The contention of Sefior Zeballos with re- 
gard to the Falkland islands occasionally has 
formed the subject of private discussion, and 
even of newspaper articles in some of the 


however, attracting-any notice abroad or 
even, so far as it is known, engaging the at- 
tention either of the government or of the 
legisiature at Buenos Ayres. 

That fact, however, that the pretensions of 
the republic of the Falklands should have 
been put forward by its minister of foreign 
affairs, acting in the name of his govern- 
ment, is an official communication addressed 
virtually to all the foreign powers forming 
part of the international postal convention, 
places an entirely different complexion upon 
the affair. 

It may be taken for granted that a re- 
sponsible government such as that of Ar- 
gentina never would have embarked upon 
such a course unless it was prepa to go 
considerably further in the direction of push- 
ing its claims to the Falkland islands, while, 
on the other hand, the English government 
no longer can afford to ignore the attitude of 
this most prosperous of the independent’ 
states of South America with regard to an 
archipelago which first was discovered by Sir 
Richard Hawkins in 1592 and which since 
1838 has been in uninterrupted possession of 
England and administered as a British 
colony.

Situated in the South Atlantic, the Falkland 
islands, some 200 in number, embracing an 
area of 7,000 or 8,000 square miles, lie at about 
250 miles east of the nearest point of the 
mainiand of South America, and from a geo- 
graphical point of view form part of Pata- 
gonia, with which they are connected by an 

elevated submarine plateau. | 
After their discovery by Hawkins, they 
were visited four years later by the Dutch 


apt. Sebald de Wert, who gave them the 


name of the Sebald islands, by which they 
tin figure on some of the Dutch maps and 


charts. . 

Nearly a hundred years afterwards, Capt. 
Strong of the British navy, sailing between 
the two principal islands, called the passage 
Falkland sound, from which the group after- 
wards took its English name. 

In the early portion of the eighteenth cen- 
tury the islands were seized by the French, 
who esetablished a colony at Port Louis, on 
Berkeley sound, from which, however, they 
were expelled by the Spaniarde, these being 
an turn driven out by Commodore Byron of 
the British navy, who took posseasian of the 
archipelago in the name of England, on the 
ground of prior discover. 

In 1771, however, conventions were con- 
cluded by both France and Spain, under the 
terms of which they surrendered their claims. 
upon the archipelago to England. England 
was so busy at the time with wars in various 
parts of the world that she had no time to 
give much attention to the Falkland islands 
at the close of the eighteenth century; and, 
taking advantage of the absence of any duly 
constituted British authority there, the new- 
ly formed republic of Buenos Ayres estab- 
lished a settlement on the islands in 1820; 
settlements which were destroyed by a naval 
force of the United States in consequence of 
a misunderstanding with this government. 

Two years later the English flag onte more 
was hoisted at Port Louis, and sinice that 
time the Falkland islands have been a regu- 
lar British colony, under a governor and the 
seat ofa cplonial bishopric, 


To England the islands are important as a 
coaling station, and they so far command the 
eastern entrance to the straits of Magellan 
that they are in striking distance thereof. 
But save as a coaling station they cannot be 
said to be of any particular use to the British 
empire.

SPEAKS FORTY LANGUAGES. | 
{From the Boston Post.] 

A new distinction hae been added to the 
long roll of international fame won by Amert- 
can women through the recent triumphs of 
Mise Mary Elizabeth 8. Colton of Easthamp- 
ton, now on her way home from the far east, 
who has recently achieved the honor of being 
the champion linguist of the world. 

Miss Colton speaks forty languages fluent- 
ly—that is, she has a conversational and 
reading knowledge of each and has also made 
a careful study of the religions and phi- 
losophy in which each of the different tongues 
and dialects is spoken. “ 

Previous to Miss Colton’s new record the 
most accompHshed linguist known claimed a 
knowledge of only thirty-three languages. 

Miss Colton's list, moreover, includes a long 
roll of different tongues, which are numbered 
among the most difficult in the world to learn 
and which include Chinese, Pali, Avéstan, 
Sanskrit, Hebrew, Syrian, Assyrian, Atabic, 
and Persian. 

While this now famous American woman 
was following the humble occupation of a 
vocal teacher at the Farmington (Conn.) 
Seminary for Girls, a number of years ago. 
she first. became interested in the oriental 
language through having been brought in 
contact. with several pupils from the far east. 
Her interest soon became a passion, and in 
the interval since that time che has devoted 
nearly all her time to the acquisition of the 
different tongues. Many years ago she be- 
came a fluent user of the romance languages, 
such as Italian, ish, and French. :

There is no wisdom short of omnipotence which can preside oder 
the destiny of a single man with an unerring judgment.

Costly as well as attractive costumes are 
essentials for the modern musical comedy. 
In Mary's Lamb,“ the new play by Richard 
Carle, which is now at the Illinois theater, 
there are several costumes that fyifll these 
requirements, but the gowns that have been 
admired most are those worn by eight young 
women who appear in the first act in the guise 


of Parisian grisettes. 8

Thede costumes are from designs by Barnes 
and were made under the personal super- 
vision of Miss Ena Welch, the custodian of 
wardrobe for the Carle company. Each cos- 
tume represents an outlay of between $225 
and $250. They represent the combined work 
of nine women for three solid weeks. } 

The gowns are of black chiffon cloth, reach- 
ing to the knee and cut décolleté, V shape, 
They are lined with pink mulle. They are 
six and three-fourths yards wide around the 
bottom and fifty yards of pink china silk are 
used in the skirts. Around the bottoms of 
the skirts are 860 pink crush roses, united by 
wreathes. On each dress are sewed 2,000 
spangies of black gelatine and black beads. 

This work alone consumed one week on the 
part of nine women. In addition the gowns 
are ornamented with fifty half pearls and 
sixty gold spangled balls, and somewhere in 
each dress sixteen bolts of ribbon have been 
used. The gowns welgh a — over thirteen 
pounds each.

The headdresa worn with these gowns con- 
sists of pink ostrich feathers on a bandeau of 
biack spangled jet finished with a gold me- 
dallion. 

The girls wear long black gloves and black 
patent leather shoes of the Du Barry design, 
with gold buckles and gold heels, and black 
silk stockings. 

Around her neck each girl wears a dog col- 
lar of rhinestones and pearls.

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There is much important legislation touch- 
ing directly omreal estate matters now before 
the New York state legislature, for in addi- 
tion to the bill prepared by the commission 
appointed by Gov. Hughes providing for the 
Torrens system of land registration, there 
also is a measure known as the Saxe bill, 
which requires buyers and sellers of real 
estate to disclose the actual consideration 
either in the deed of transfer or in an affidavit 
to the tax department. 

Tt naturally is arousing great interest in 
real estate circles there and inasmuch as 
practically the same conditions obtain here 
as to concealing the actual consideration, the 
matter is one which should excite more than 
ordinary interest among the real estate in- 
terests of this city and state. 

The Saxe bill is receiving strong support 
from the leading brokers of New York, for 
the general belief seems to be that besides 
helping the tax department it will tend ma- 
tertally to stimulate activity in the real estate 
market. 

Say It Will Aid Buying. 

It is urged by the bill's friends that public- 
ity as to prices will encourage investment 
buying as well as legitimate speculation— 
the sort of speculation that is based on ex- 
pert knowledge which enables operators to 
put old premises to more productive uses, or 
to foresee rising values in consequence of 
transit, or other improvements. 

The fact that investors have no means of 
knowing just what prices are being paid is 
regarded as the chief cause of the suspicions 
which brokers now have to overcome before 
they can gain a hearing even for the most 
attractive offerings. Publicity as to prices, 
it is claimed, would enable proapective buy- 
ers to exercise intelligent judgment. 

This, however, seems to be the principal 
ground om which the bill is being opposed, 
muny brokers being of the opinion that it 
will make them unnecessary as experts, 
while others contend it would be difficult to 
negotiate sales if buyers were informed as 
to profits which sellers expect to realize. 

There possibly may be some force to this, 
but the significant fact remains that the real 
estate market is the only important staple 
market where prices are shrouded in mys- 
tery, and where buyers constantly are in 
fear of being misled and cheated, not only 
by sellers, but brokers as well. In stocks, 
bonds, and grain, investors know the actual 
current prices and are thus able to act intel- 
Ugently, but when it comes to real estate 
they grope about in the dark. 

Every one familiar with real estate opera- 
tions in Chicago knows the large extent to 
which fictitious considerations are employed, 
lower than the actual consideration on the 
one hand to deceive the tax collectors, and 
higher on the other hand with the purpose 
of turning it over to some unsuspecting 
buyer at a handsome profit. 


Sees Day of Equitable Tax. 


As to the bearing of the bill on the ques- 
tion of taxation, President Purdy of the tax 
department of New York City is quoted as 
saying that concealment of the prices paid 
for realty deprives the tax department of the 
best evidence of value, and that it is im- 
possible to assess property with the accuracy 
which would result if the considerations 
were known. It is asserted ignorance of 
true considerations among the most expert 
real estate appraisers leads to such a vari- 
ance in their testimony in both certiorari 
and condemnation proceedings, that assess- 
ments for taxation often are reduced unduly 


value for property by purchase, or condem- 


nation. 
South Side Transfers. 


THIRTY FIRST STREET—An interesting 
deal covering what is known as the Thirty- 
first Street theater at No. 77, between 
Rhodes and Vernon avenues, was closed 
during the week. Ira M. Cobe first con- 
veyed the property to John F. Wallace and 
the latter subsequently conveyed it to 
Henry C. Wilson of Oak Park for $75,000, 
the latter taking in part payment 5,000 feet 
of frontage on Lyman, Taylor, Lombard, 
Harvey, Highland, and Cuyler avenues, 
Oak Park, between Adams and Harrison 
streets, and in addition gave back a pur- 
chase money mortgage for $21,000. Mr. 
Wallace conveyed the 5,000 feet of frontage 
to the Assets Realization company, by 
whom the property will be placed on the 
market and retailed. The theater lot is im- 
proved with a four story building which 
contains a theater, large hall, and several 
lodge halls, and is leased for $9,500 a year.
